EFORE we enter into a detail of the pro- 
| ceedings of the paſt year, we think it incum- 
bent on us, as a religious ſociety, to make our de- 
vout acknowledgment to God for the privilege we 
continue to enjoy, of deliberating on thoſe mea- 
ſures, which are adapted to promote the belt inte- 
reſts of the human race, and are intimately connect- 
ed with the honour of that adorable Saviour, who 
has a claim on our unwearied ſervices and everlaſt- 
ing gratitude. = 


| Whoever reflects on the preſent diſaſtrous con - 
dition of the ſurrounding nations, and contraſts it 
with our own undiſturbed ſecurity, will not deem 
this tribute of grateful praiſe, from Chriſtian men 
and miniſters, affociated together in ſuch circum- 
ſtances, unreaſonable. For though it be an inva- 
riable maxim with us to abſtain from all political 
diſcuſſion, we do not profeſs to be inſenſible to the 
intereſts*of the nation in which we reſide, nor un- 
mindful of that diſtinguiſhed' preſervation for 
which we are ſo peculiarly indebted to the Great 
Ruler of the univerſe. 0 
be rapid and aſtoniſhing changes which have 
R been 
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been recently produced in ſome of the govern- 
ments of the world, we behold with emotions and 
views, in ſome reſpects peculiar to thoſe who ſur- 
vey all human events through an evangelical me- 
dium, and as. ſubordinate to the diſpenſations of 
grace. We are ſure that the adminiſtration of all 
ings is in the hands of our exalted Lord, whoſe 
w.idom will order, and power effect the purpoſes 
of his 'own will, and fo overrute ambition, folly, 
wickedreſs, infidelity, and profaneneſs, and what- 
ever in itſelf tends to injure or diſturb the peace of 
ſociety, as to ſet up and eſtabliſh that kingdom, 
which 1s an everlaſting kingdom, and that domi- 
nion which ſhall never be deſtroyed. 

Throughout the eventful lapſe of ages this ob- 
ſervation has ſeldom admitted an illuſtration more 
flriking and luminous than in the preſent period. 
tris not, however, our deſign to enlarge on this pro- 
poſition, as we judge it more immediately our duty 
to endeavour to convert theſe providential occur- 
rences into occaſions. of extending our Saviour's 
ſpiritual dominion, than to inveſtigate their origi- 
nal ſource, or trace with accuracy their progreſs and 
operation. 

In this 1 important criſis, when bobility to fevenl- 
ed religion has been ſo openly declared, the gxer- 
tions of the Miſſionary Society appear with pecu- 
Har propriety and luſtre; and are ſo regarded by 
the true diſciples of our Saviour i in all the different 
parts of Chriſtendom, who already feel an inſpiring 
influence upon their minds, and an unuſual ear- 
neſtneſs, to concur with us in ſpreading the Goſ- 
pel of the grace of God; which has confeſſedly 
been greatly excited by che inſtitution, which you, 
brethren, have been the inſtruments of eſtabliſh- 

ing, and the progreſs of which you are this day 
aſſembled to promote. The union among all real 
Chriſtians, without diſtinction, which forms the 
W feature of your plan, attracts their 


peculiar 
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peculiar admiration, and encourages the pleaſi ing 
hope, that we ſhall ſoon approximate more uni- 
verſaſly towards each other, aſſume, as the body dt 
Chriſt, greater viſibility, and hold more general in- 
tercourſe, for the purpoſes of promoting his ſpiri- 
tual kingdom. That theſe happy effects may, in. 
their fulleſt extent, be realized, we will cheriſh this 
amiable feature with peculiar care, guard againſt its 
violation; and whilſt we agree to Keep out of 
ſight thoſe ſubordinate points, in which a diverſity 
of judgment may ſubſiſt, we will preſerve this as 
che ſingle and invariable motto of our inſtitution, 
that Chrift 1s all, and in all. 12 5 
After the moſt ſolemn deliberation; brethren, as 
you know, our firit miſſion was equipped, and ſent 
forth, under the divine protection, for its deſtined 
port; and with anxious expectation every heart 
awaited the tidings of an Event on which ſo much 
appeared to depend ; for had the ifſue been af- 
flictive, had the enterprize miſcarried, every one is 
conſcious what effects would probably have fol- 
lowed. But he whoſe glory we had in yiew, and 
who led us by a why we knew not, had towards us 
| thoughts of peace, and not of evil. After deepeſt 
exerciſes of doubt and fear, at the very moment 
when we were aſſembled to cry mightily to the 
Lord, when we were at the throne of grace in the 
houſe of God, even then, at that attfpicious in- 
ſtant,” did the glad ticings firlt reach us, that our 
ſhi p was arrived at China, and that the miſſionaries 
were ſafely fettled in their different ſtations. This 
was inftantly communicated to the congregation, 
like an electric ſhock, and every beart tel the ſud- 
den ſenſation of delight and joy. 

The remaindef of the voyage was * ally fa- 
yourable. We received with congratulations our 
dear Captain Wilſon, with his companions, in the 
beginning of July, all ſafe and in perfect health, 
as when Rley left their native ſhores, ſickneſs or

accident not having been. permitted to diſable a 
 fingle individual. The voyage itſelf is now before 
the public, which will render it needleſs to enter 
into any of the details. Never did an undertaking 
of any ſimilar kind more completely correſpond 
with the wiſhes of thoſe engaged in the {ervice. 


Tue volume will probably be read by ſerious per- 


ſons with the livelieſt emotions of delight and 
gratitude; and the pecuniary advantages it hath 
procured for the Society, are great alſo beyond ex- 
ample. 8 . 5 
During the hours of expectation, we were em- 
ployed in providing a miſſion, deſigned to pene- 
trate into the interior of Africa, by way of Sierra 
Leone; but the unfavourableneſs of the climate, 
and other circumſtances, diſappointed the hopes 
we had entertained., Three of the fix miſſionaries, 
two ſent from Glaſgow, and one from us, died not 
many months after their landing. Ons is on his 
paſſage, and two, who, went from Edinburgh, yet 
remain. We likewiſe planned another to the Cape 
of Good Hope and its vicinity, as we mentioned 
in our laſt annual report, promiſing ourſelves a 
more genial climate, and a wider field of miſſion- 
ary exertion. This, through the bleſſing of God, 
we have accompliſhed ; the providential call of 
Dr. Vanderkemp to the work, having afforded us 
peculiar facilities for the execution of our pur- 
| Poſes. He was a member of the faculty, highly 
ingenious, and of a cultivated underſtanding ; but 
he had imbibed the too prevalent infidelity, when 
an afflictive, ſudden loſs of his wife. and child, 
awakening the ſenſibility of his heart, the Spirit 
of God inclined him to a diligent reperuſal of the 
Scriptures, Which iſſued in his converſion to Chriſt, 
and a full purpoſe to devote his future days to his 
glory, in ſeeking the ſalvation of the heathen, He 
preferred Africa, notwithſtanding the difficulties 
and dangers it preſented, as his field of action; 
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and in his journey to ſettle his affairs in Holland, 
he engaged Mr. Kicherer, a young Dutch miniſ- 
ter, to become the companion of his labours. 

From the enquiries, which the Doctor made of 
the late Dutch Governor of the Cape, we were 
induced to change the ſcene of our miſſion from 
the Namaquas, as we firſt intended, to the more 
diſtant country of Caffraria. The Caffres are a 

conſiderable nation, who occupy chiefly the eaſt- 
ern coaſt, near the Mogaſie, and Sea-cow rivers, 
which fall into the ſea ſome hundreds of miles 
from the Cape. There the Groſvenor, Indiaman, 
was ſhipwrecked ; and from the viſits of Van Rei- 
nan and others, who went in ſearch of the crew, 
we have reaſon to hope a cordial reception among 
the natives. Since the departure of our Miſſiona- 
ries, two favourable circumſtances have tranſpired 
which confirm our hopes. Three Caffre families 
have ſettled at Bavians Cloof, with the Moravian 
brethren, for the ſake of inſtruction ; ſo that it is 
not unlikely but one or more of theſe may conduct 
our brethren to Caffraria; and the Boſchmen, 
through whoſe lands they muſt paſs, and who 
were generally reckoned the moſt ferocious of all 
the neighbouring nations, have voluntarily requeſt- 
ed the Governor of the Cape, that Miſſionaries 
might be ſent among them from the Moravian ſet- 
tlement. 5 
With our Dutch brethren we joined Mr. Ed- 
monds and Mr. Edwards, two zealous ſervants of 
Chriſt; placing them and Mr. Kicherer under 
the ſuperintendence of Dr. Vanderkemp, whoſe li- 
terary attainments, devotedneſs to the work, great 
ſagacity, and acquaintance with the Dutch and 
other languages, render him peculiarly fitted for 
the poſt he occupies. They were favoured with a 
conveyance in one of the tranſports, engaged by 
Government for Port Jackſon, and preferring the 
Hillſborough, which carried the convicts, they 
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zealouſly began the exerciſe of their miniſtry, ag 
ſoon as they « came on board, among theſe outcalts 
of mankind, who heard them with reverence, and 
earneſtly thanked them for their labours of love, 
On the 7th of January laſt they had reached the 


ſand of Madeira, and by this time, we truſt, they 


are ſafely arrived at their deſtined port. 


When the welcome arrival of the Duff had 
called us into the houſe of God again, on the 6th 


of Auguſt laſt, to teſtify our thankft alnefs for mercies 


fo diſtinguiſhed, we could not bur feel the obliga- 


tions laid upon us to renew our exertions, and pur- 
fue an object fo plainly pointed out by the bappy 
coincidences attending our firſt ſucceſsful voyage. 


Lou, therefore, at a Special General Meeting, held 


the next day, moſt cordially and unanimouſly re- 


folved—*© That the Directors be autborized Io employ

«© the Pacific Ocean, for the purpoſes of ſupplyi

The ſeaſon advancing required peculiar dili- 
gence ; and as ſo much was to be done in a few 
weeks, our .renewed efforts Immediately com- 
menced. The Committee of Proviſion and Con-

veyance engaged to accompliſh every thing re- 


ſpecting the ſhip ; and the Committee of Exaimi- 


nation ſet themſelves to the arduous taſk of look- 


ing round for a ſufficient number of well qualified 
Miſſionaries, in addition to the few they had al- 
ready accepted, and of making preparations for 
their equipment. We are overwhelmed at the re- 
flection of the 'wondrous goodneſs of God, in 
the ſpirit inſtantly ſtirred up from one end of the 
kingdom to the other. Offers of ſervice poured in 


upon 
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upon us. Single and married brethren, with their

wives, preſented. themſelves, ready to quit every 


| thing dear to them, and embark in the ſelf. denying 


ſervice... The candidates ſoon were more numer- 
ous than our ſhip. was capable of convey ing. All 
appeared with teſtimonials of their Chriſtian con- 
duct from their miniſters and others. Carefully 
and repeatedly they were examined, as to their ex- 
perience, principles, abilities, and motives, and 
ſuch of them ſelected as e che moſt pro- 
per for the work. | 

Among theſe were men not only apt to reach, 
as preachers and catechiſts, the; truth as it is in 
Jeſus, but botaniſts, agr iculturaliſts, ingenious ar- 
lzans in ſeveral branches, and, hat we very par- 
ticularly needed, fix of the brethren were inſtruct- 
ed in the knowledge of medicine and ſurgery, 2 
to of the ſiſters in the practice of midwifry. 


two of theſe medical perſons, and one. of the Y 


valuable mechanics, we were indebted, to our co- 
adjutors in miſſionary labouts in. Edinburgh, one 


of the beſt ſchools for the ſcience of medicine; 


and from the ſame Society we have lately received 
the liberal preſent. of 4ool. in token of their affec- 
tion and eſteem, and as fellow workers and {barers 
with us in all our mercies. , 

Every individual of theſq Miſnonaries left, ap- 
parently, comfortable ſtations, and ſome of chem 
we know relinquiſhed even advantageous proſpects. 
We had reaſon to believe none were urged by 
neceſſity, or a love of change, to engage in the 
work, but by a deliberate choice, as the ſtate in 
which they could maſt effectually glorify God in 
their bodies and in their ſpirits, which were his. 
Such as were approved, but could not be ad- 
mitted, retired with regtet, to wait another oppor- 
enk. which we hope will « ere long be afforded 
them. 


They embarked j in October, and had a an unplea- 


{ant 
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ſant paſſage to Portſmouth, where the veſſel lay for 
ſeveral weeks, detained by contrary winds,” yet no 
man's heart failed, nor did our gracious women 
ſhew leſs courage and fidelity. Some of the Di- 
reQors, in parting with them, parted with their 
deareſt connections, rejoicing that thoſe united to 
them in the endearing ties of blood and friend- 
ſhip, could make ſuch a noble ſacrifice of them- 
ſelves to Chriſt, and were counted worthy to ſhare 
in this honourable ſervice. Thurſday, December 
the 2oth, 1798, they moved from their native 
ſhores, probably to reviſit them no more: the ſil- 
ver doves, with their olive branches, floated from 
their mizen · top, and diſplayed the bleſſed emblem 
of their deſign. With what delight our brethren in 
the iſlands will welcome their arrival, we can never 
form-an adequate conception, ſharers as we ſhall 
be in their joy. 

It is pleaſing to obſerve, hat the Hillſborough 
and Duff ſailed in company. How far they kept 
together is uncertain, the one ſteering her courſe to 
Rio Janeiro, the other to the Cape. 

Our warmeſt defires were naturally directed to 
that honoured and choſen inſtrument, Captain 
Wilſon, to conduct our ſecond enterprize to the 
Pacific Ocean, as he had embarked in the firſt 
with ſuch difintereſted zeal; and executed it with 
ſuch wiſdom, patience, fidelity, and ſucceſs, as not 
only crowned our wiſhes, but exceeded our moſt 
ſanguine hopes. Reaſons, fully concluſive, pre- 
vented his compliance with our requeſt, whilſt no 
man more readily and actively engaged to forward 
the important deſign. Providential circumſtances 
alſo occurred, which deprived us of his nephew, 
to whom we chiefly owe our journals, charts, and 
drawings ; but Mr. Robſon, who had ſailed with 
Captain Wilſon, and highly approved himſelf for 
his ability, diligence, nautical {kill, and moſt ex- 
3 Chriſtian conduct, was judged by our 

Committee 
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Committee of nautical Directors, fully adequate 
to the charge; and the Rev. Mr. Howell, of 

Knareſborough, offering his ſervices as a Miſfion- 

ary, was joined with the Captain in the ſuperin- 

tendence of the Miſſionaries, and engaged to keep 
all the journals, and aſſiſt the Committee choſen 
among themſelves for the regulation of their af- 
fairs. The inſtructions given to them have been 
laid before the public in the Evangelical Maga- 
zine. And after the moſt attentive review of the 

Miſſionaries choſen, and the ſteps which have been 

hitherto taken, we have reaſon to hope that this 
miſſion will terminate no leſs favourably than the 

former. But we preſume not to place-our de- 
pendence on any human care and foreſight.” We 
know that the bleſſing muſt come from Jeſus 

Chriſt, the great head of the church. His wiſdom 

muſt guide them, his power protect them, and his 

Spirit alone is able to ſubdue the unruly wills and 
affections of finful men, unite them in the bonds 

of love, animate them with zeal and fervour, and 
fill them with all the fulneſs of God, for the work 

and warfare in which they are engaged. To him 
we have ſurrendered them; and ſhall not ceaſe to 
follow them with our ardent prayers.” We know 
in whom we have believed, his mercies we have 


experienced in a ſimilar ſituation; and this God is 


our God for ever and ever; he ſhall be our Butze 
even unto deatn. 

This numerous hoſt ba auen comparatively 
few, yet as Miſſionaries they are many). conſiſts of 
ten married couples, ſeven children, and nineteen 
ſingle brethren; May they become a hoſt in the 
ſeveral places of their deſtination, like the hoſt of 
God. And may our next viſit find them as the 
morning ſpread upon the mountains, carrying the 
light and life of the everlaſting Goſpel-to the mul- 
titude of the N _ W e re — of their 
operations. se 3 
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A greater and more effectual door is ſtill open- 
1 _ to us, which none, we truſt, will ever be able 
to ſhut. The communications from our brethren 
in Holland, Switzerland, Frieſland, Germany, 
Sweden, all proclaim the deep impreſſion which 
our attempts have made upon them, the tender 
intereſt they take in all our procedures, and their 
readineſs to facilitate our labours of love, which 
will enable us yet more abundantly to extend our 
miſſions among the heathen. - - 
Me love particularly to acknowledge the liberal 
donations of the friends of the ſociety at Baſil, 
collected, in a manner, and expreſſed in their let- 
ters, which are before the public, with a zeal and 
affection that cannot be read without emotion. 
From Ecankiort alſo. we have received an affec- 
tionate tribute; and Zurich calls for an acceptance 
of a ſimilar token of love. The reſpectful recep- 
tion of our addreſs by the Society Pro fide & Chriſ- 
tianiſino, in Sweden, teſtified by their highly ho- 
-noured Preſident, Dr. Murray, and the Secretary, 
Mr. Linderholm, ſpeaks a language which demon- 
ſtrates the unity of the Spirit in the hearts of the 
faithful. The Aſſociation recently eſtabliſhed in 


Eaſt Frieſland, for miſſionary purpoſes, affection - 


ately anndunced, in an admirable letter, contain- 
ing the ſignatures of twenty-three Lutheran and 
Reformed. miniſters, among whom is the General 
Superintendent at Aurich, charms us with the 
ſpirit it breathes, and the exemplification i it affords 
of union among brethren, though of different ſen- 


timents in ſome things, yet alike cleaving to the 


Head, Chriſt, and equally longing for the ſalva- 
tion of the ſouls redeemed by his blood. But 


eſpecially have we to rejoice in the zealous efforts 


of our Co. director, the honoured Baron Van 
Skirnding, who labours ſo abundantly to ſpread 
the Golpel in Germany, by the ſame methods we 
have adopted at home. Anxious for the FL 
| | on 
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1 of the heathen, be would gladly introduce the 
Goſpel among Africans, whole climate is ſo fatal 
to European conſtitutions,” by purchaſing, in the 
Weſt India iſlands converted negroes, capable of 
preaching to their countrymen. Would to God 
an object ſo deſirable to every benevolent mind 
could be accompliſhed; but we are very appre 
henſive that ipſtruments of this deſcription cannot 
be eaſily found. | He propoſes likewiſe, ſhould we 
be inclined to eſtabliſh a miſſion at the Sandwich 
iſlands, to ſend a body of Miſſionaries in the ſame 
veſſel, and to fix on at Nootka Sound, or any 
other ſpot more ſuitable on the continent; ſelect. 
ing them from the preachers employed in his own 
itinerancy, and defraying himſelf the whole ex- 
pence of their equipment. Such a propoſal is a 
loud call in Providence for us to lay the founda- 
tion of a renewed attempt in the South Seas, ſince 
the means of executing it are hereby greatly faci- 
litated. None are known to be men of more pa- 
tient perſeverance, and excellent ſpirit, than our 
German brethren; and thoſe trained to ſelf de- 
nial and activity under the Baron's eye, are likely 
to prove as aVle and ulefu] Miſhonaries as our 
own. 

It is indeed highly queſtionable, ie the 
place the Baron prefers on the north- weſt coaſt of 
America be eligible; but the Sandwich iſlands, 
which are very large and populous, furniſh, in 
many reſpects, a noble field for miſſionary labours. 
The natives are, indeed, frequentiy embroiled 
in war with each other; but Engliſhmen have 
reſided there in ſafety and credit many years; and 
Owhyhee, in 1794, was formally ceded by the 
ſovereign and chiets to the King of Great Britain. 
Davis and Young, the one an Engliſhman, the 
other an American, who have lived there ever 
ſince 1791, appear to be truly reſpectable and uſe 
ful EharaQters ; and though it might require cau- 
| 2 tion 
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tion to keep the ſhip from an attack, yet of the 
lives of the Miſſionaries there ſeems to be no dan- 
ger. Nor can we render a greater ſervice to our 
country, nor to the ſouls of the inhabitants, than 
by haſtening to theſe iſlands with the everlaſting 
Galpe!, and laying the firm baſis of human happi- 

not only by communicating the modes of 
civilized life and govexnment, but by leading them 
from ferocious and deſtructive wars to the know- 
ledge and obedience of the Prince of Peace. 
Other iflands in this immenſe ocean, both from 
their extent and population, as well as eaſineſs of 
acceſs, cqually invite our efforts. A Committee 
appointed by us to deliberate on theſe great ob- 
jects, formed a report of their deſirableneſs and 
practicability: after a full conſideration. of the 
mode of accortpliſhing them, it appeared to them 
inexpedient to purchaſe another ſhip this year; ſo 
conſiderable an expence having been incurred by 
the recent equipment of the Duff and the Miſſion 
to Caffraria. They, however, judge it expedient 
to make immediate preparation for one or more 
Miſſions to the South Seas, and to call forth a con- 
ſiderable number of Miſfionaries for the ſervice. 
Should you function the propoſitions by yeur ap- 
probation, it is propoſed, to endeavour to provide 
a paſſage for ten Miſſionaries or upwards, in an 
American or other veſſel, that will take them for

The reaſon why 
the South Seas engage ſo large a ſhare of our at- 
tention is, becauſe God ſets before us an open 
door in theſe populous and extenſive regions, and 
preſents to us millions of precious and immortal 

| als, to whom we may have acceſs, whenever we 
pleaſe,” without any conſiderable difficulty. We 
wiſb, therefore, to occupy this field while Provi- 
5 denco {miles - upon * and hope, that ere long, 
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other parts of the globe will be more acceſſible 
3% than at preſent; and that by the perſevering zeal, 
and the increaſed capacities of the Society, we 


ſhall be enabled to provide them with Miſſionaries, 7 


Indeed, ſhould the great ruler of the world, in his 


infinitely wiſe and gracious arrangements, favour 


us in a ſhort ſpace of time with the proſpect of 


finding any eaſy entrance into any other heathen 
country, we will with pleaſure embrace it, even in 
preference to the objects we have here held forth 
to view. 
Nor have we been inattentive to pense 
openings in other parts. For, beſides the African 
Miſſion, we have lately complied with a requeſt 
from Twillingate, a ſmall iſland; oppoſite New- 


foundland; and Mr. Hilliar, ſon of che Rev. Mr. 


 Hilliar of Olney, a promiſing young Miſſionary, is 


now on his paſſage tbither. Inquiries alſo are mak- 
ing by us, reſpecting a particular part of the 
north-weſt coaſt of America, and the Bermudas; 
and ſhould our information be ſuch as will warrant 


the undertaking, we are deſirous, by your conſent, 


to ſend Miſſionaries to theſe places. To other 
iſlands in the Weſt Indies, and to Canada, we are 
looking, ready to embrace tne firſt openings. A 
Committee has been ſelected from the beſt in- 
formed in Eaſtern affairs, with a view of W 


out ſome practieable method of eſtabliſhing a miſ- 


ſion in Aſia. But hitherto they have been unable 


to ſurmount- the difficulties in the way. Our 


hopes, likewiſe, have been raiſed by an unexpected 
ſolicitation from a General Bowles, who was pro- 
videntially led to reſide in London a few months, 


to {end Miſſionaries to the vaſt nation of Creek 


Indians, fituated on the Gulf of Mexico. Being one 
of the chiefs of that nation, and pleaſed, on en- 
quiry, with the objects of our inſtitution, he pro- 
miſed to lay the matter before a National Council 


on his return, and favour us immediately with the 


reſult. 
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reſult. Should his propoſal be generally approved 
by them, we truſt, you will empower the Directors 
to accept the invitation, and ſend whatever num- 
ber of perſons may appear beſt ſuited for the work. 

We have occafion to mention with particular 
reſpect, the continued liberality, both of the So- 
ciety and ſome individuals in Scotland; whoſe re- 
gard to the great objects of our inſtitution is ma- 
nifeſted by the perſevering exertions they make in 
various ways to promote them The Society at 
Paiſley inform us, that they have already collected 
near 200). and that this ſum is likely to be ſoon 
enlarged. Our tribute of thanks is alſo juſtly due 
to many commercial men, who, though ſome of 
them are not immediately connected with the So- 
ciety, have moſt liberally come forward to afliſt 
our humane exertiops; to the honour of the un- 
derwriters, upwards of four thouſand pounds in- 
ſurance has been made at a penny, and we have 
reaſor- to hope the ſix thouſand meant to be in- 
ſured, will ſhortly be filled. 

It is impoſſible not to remark, that ede ſo 
great and noble, neceſſarily demand increaſing ac- 
tivity in all the members of the Society, eſpecially 
in the Directors, to augment the funds, and dili- 
gently ſeek after proper ſubje&s to whom the exe- 
cution of theſe plans may be intruſted. We have 
eighty-nine perſons already ſent out; including wo- 
men and children. Some of theſe muſt be main- 
1ained in their ſtations at a large annual expence; 
and our calls in Providence, will ſpeedily require 
us to double the number. Our wants, therefore, 
are great and preſſing, We want pious devoted 
men; of whom, ſome ſhould be well inſtructed in 
medical ſKill, and ſome be ingenious artiſts. We 
want alſo abundant ſupplies of 1 money to anſwer our. 
growing neceſſities. In ſuch circumſtances, all 
ſhould ſet their ſhoulder to the burden, and rejoice 
in the PEE with which the Great Head of 


the 
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the Church has indulged them, of being labourers, 
and not ſpectators merely, in ſo glorious and im- 
portant a cauſe. We would particularly recom- 
mend, that no one accept the direction wha does 
not previouſly engage to diſcharge the duties of 
his office with the utmoſt fidelity and vigour: 
and we doubt not of your ready concurrence. in 
ſome diſtin& propoſitions, which will be ſubmitted 
to you on this ſubject. ER 

We ſhould feet ourſelves ungrateful, if we did 
not acknowledge the many and fingular favours 
which we have received from government, and the 
gracious manner in which every requeſt we have 
made has been granted, Whilſt the advice, aſ- 
ſiſtance, and attention paid us by that true phi- 
lanthropiſt, Sir Joſeph Banks, on every application 
of our Society, demand our warmeſt acknowledg- 
ments, and beget a. confident expeQation of the 
continued kind offices of a friendſhip fo invaluable, 
and the help of an intelligence ſo enlarged. 

Having thus, brethren, laid before you our views 
of the paſt, the preſent, and the future, we are per- 
ſuaded you will unite with us in thankfulneſs to 
the God of all grace, who hath done ſuch great 
things for us, whereof we are glad. We cannot 
repreſs our joy, or be inſenſible of our obligations, 
when we refle& on the progreſs of the little brook, 
which now, through divine goodneſs become a 
river, widens as it flows, receiving the auxiliary 
ſtreams that ſwell its tides as it approaches the 
boundleſs ocean. God is love. As we receive 
all from him in mercy, we deſire to refer all to him 
in active praiſe. Our paſt experience is in the 
higheſt degree encouraging. The ſucceſs which 
has attended our firſt efforts, and the facility with 
which the objeA has been accompliſhed, prompt 
us to perſeverance in the ſame ſteps. The voice 
of duty calls, let us not be afraid to launch again 
into the deep. If the Great Pilot is at our helm,

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if the Captain of Salvation is at our head, in 
the cauſe in which we have embarked, neither 
winds nor waves, nor foes, nor diiculries: ſhall 


obſtru& our progreſs, or prevent us from ſpread- 
ing, to an inconceivable extent, his worſhip and 


Let every heart 
awake, and every arm be lifted up; and God, 
even our God, will give us his blefling !

HIS paſſage, my dear Brethren 5 dtrects our at- 
*q tention to a glorious period of the Church, 
which every true Chriſtan would defireto ſee. Under 
the Jewiſh economy, the knowledge of the Lon p 
was in great meaſure, confiried to one land. Aſter 
the introduction of the Goſpel diſpenſation, it was 
diffuſed among the gentile nations. It has ſpread 
over many . It has wacked theſe ile of 
the ſea. And here, bleſſed be God, it has long 
been enjoyed. There are ſtill, however, vaſt tracts 
of the inhabited part of the globe, to which this 
knowledge has not reached. There are hundreds 
of millions of the human race at this moment ſit- 
ting in darkneſs, and in the region of ſpiritual death. 
Dur wy text „ us to look forward 2 | 
0 2 ait 
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faith and hope, to a- pbleſſed time, when the eartir 
ſhall be full ll of the knowledge of the Lonn as 
the waters cover the ſea, May the God of glory 
and of grace haſten the expected period, and make 
the efforts of this Society fubſervient to the accom- 
pliſhment of his great deſigns! 

In the gth chapter of this book, a ſtriking-pro- 
phetic view is given of the . character, 
and government of the Meſſiah. It is declared, 
m * unto us a child is born, unto us a ſon 1s 

« given ;” that © his name ſhall be called Wonder- 
ful, Counſeller, the Mighty Gop, the everlaſting 
$c Father, the Prices of Peace; and that of the 
& increaſe of his AGATE and peace there ſhall 
* be no end.? 

In the beginning of the chapter from: which the 
text is taken, it is foretold, that this illuſtrious 
Saviour, this Prince of Peace, with regard to his 
human nature, woald ſpring from the root of Jeſſe, 
aud would be gloriouſly qualified for his work and 
government. And there ſhall come forth-a reed 

out of the ſtem of Jeſſe, and a branch ſhall grow 
tut of his roots: And the Spirit of the Lon p 
ce ſhall reſt upon him, the Spirit of Wiſdom and 
« Underſtanding, the Spirit of Counſel and Might, 
* the Spirit of Knowledge of the fear of the 
% LokbD; and ſhall make him of quick under- 
*; ſtanding in the fear of the Loxp ; and he ſhall 
not judge after the fight of his: eyes, neither re- 
prove after the hearing of his ears; But with 
G righteouſneſs ſhall he judge the poor and re-

* And he ſhall ſmite the earth with the rod of his 
« mouth; and with the breath of his lips ſhall he 
« flay the wicked. And righteouſneſs ſhall be. the

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ſubjects are figuratively deſcribed; and. the mean

The ſubject, my bande; is grand, encouraging, 
and highly faitable to the deſign of our meeting. 
Conſcious I am of unfitneſs to manage it in a man- 
ner, worthy of ſo reſpectable an audience, and fo 
honourable an oceaſion. But, called by Providence 
to this ſervice, when I had not the moſt diftaat. 
expectations of it, and truſting to that grace, by 
which I have been aſſiſted for many years in the 
work of the Goſpel, I ſhall endeavour — 

I. Toſhew that the knowledge of theLoxp men- 
tioned in the text, is a bleſſing of vaſt importance. 

II. To confider the import of the prophetic de- 
claration, The carth ſhall be full of the know- 
*£ ledge of the Lonp, as the waters Cover the 
„„ ſea.” And | 

III. To contemplate ſome of the happy effects, 
which it is here foretold, will be produced by the 
knowledge of the Loxp, when it fills the earth, 
as the waters cover the fea. _ 

O moſt bleſſed and merciful God, be pleaſed to 
give grace and ſtrength, compoſure and recollec- 
tion, and a deep ſenſe of thy gracious preſence to 
the ſpeaker ; grant that this numerous aſſembly 

may hear with attention, with candour, and believ- 
ing application ; and may the Holy Ghoſt take of 
the chings of Chriſt, and ſhew them in their glory 
to us all! 

That the knowledge of the Lonp is a bleſſing 
of vaſt importance will appear if we attend 
Iſt. To its object. | 

It is not the wonderful productions of art, or the 
aſtoniſhing works of nature; it is not the, moſt 
eminent character among men, or the brighteſt 
1 2 in the angelic hoſt : The object of this 
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knowledge is the Grrar Jenovan, who is 
the ſelf-exiſtent, independent, all-perfet God; 
the Creator of all worlds, the author of all bleſſ- 
ings, the diſpoſer of all things.—It is Jenovan as 
revealed in the Scriptures. © The heavens declare 
cc his glory, and the earth ſheweth 3 work. 
« By the things that are ſeen, may Þe clearly un- 
« derſtood, his eternal power and godhead. Yet 
the moſt enlightened parts of the ancient world, 
which were leſt to the ſtudy of nature, though the 
made great proficiency in arts and ſciences, wit 
all their wiſdom knew not God; and though they 
had known him as the God of nature, they could 
not, without a revelation, have known him as the 
God'of grace. But he has been pleaſed to reveal 
himſelf in the Holy Scriptures, as the God of 
majeſty and love ; who is infinitely great and yet 
condeſcends to regard the lowly ; who is perfectly 
holy, and yet rich in merey; who is inflexibly 
juſt, and at the ſame time, the juſtifier of them 
who believe in Jeſus—in ſhort, it is the know- 
ledge of God'in Chriſt, or in other words, the 
knowledge of the Goſpel: | So the prediction i in 
_ the text is connected with the reign of Meffiah, it 
is under his government, that the happy ſtate of 
things here deſeribed is to take place; and this 
| happy ſtate of things is to be effected by means of 
Knowledge of the Loxp. 
Thus the object of this knowledge i is the viork- 
ous JEHOVAU, as revealed in the Goſpel. In 
this Goſpel we are taught that he is poſſeſſed of in- 
finite perfection, that de ſubſiſts in three perſons, 
the Father, the Son, and the Holy Ghoſt ; that 
as he created the world by his power, and governs 
it by his wiſdom, ſo by the mediation of Jeſus 
Chriſt he has redeemed his people. God fo 
* loved the world as to give his only begotten Son, 
that whoſoever believeth in him might not periſh, 
hs. but have Sing life,” Haying choſen his 


people | 
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ple in Chriſt before the world began, when the 
fulneſs of the time was come, he ſent forth his Son 
in our nature, to obey the law in our place, and 
to give himſelf a facrifice for our ſins that he 
might accompliſh our redemption. The holy 
Scriptures teach us, that Chriſt having died for 
. our ſins, was raiſed again for our juſtification, and 
1s now exalted at the Father's right hand, where 
he lives for ever to make interceſſion for us; that - 
God is in him a reconciled God, reconciling the 
world unto himſelf, that to all who cordially be- 
lieve in the Saviour, with that faith which while 
it reſts on him as the only ſure foundation, at the 
ſame time is a principle of holy obedience, he gives 
the pardon of ſin—an intereſt in his favour—ac- 
ceſs to his throne of grace—the influences of his 
Holy Spirit—and a right to the glorious RE 
_ of Heaven. 

The Holy Scriptures teach us the duties we owe 
to God, to our neighbours, and to ourſelves. They 
furniſh the moſt powerful motives of obedience, 
promiſe grace to aſſiſt us in all our performances, 
and aſſure us that, through the perfect righteouſ. 
neſs of the Saviour, all our ſervices will be- we. 
ouſly accepted. 

This knowledge of the Lonb is bleſſing pro- 
miſed in his covenant They ſhall all know me 
* from the leaſt of them to the greateſt of them, 
ſaith the Lonn.“ It is a bleſſing for which the 
apoſtle prays on behalf of Chriſtians, © That they 
might be filled with the knowledge of God's will 
. © in all wiſdom and ſpiritual underſtanding.” And 
it 1s a bleſſing intimately connected with all others. 
Hence it is ſaid, © Acquaint now thyſelf with God 
and be at peace with him, and thereby good 
i. e. all good © will come unto thee.” 

Muſt it not then be a bleſſing of much impor. 
tance? Is not knowledge in, general valuable and 
important? Is it not by this that men are diſtin- 

guiſhed 
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guiſhed from the inferior creatures? Ts it not by 
this that one man is highly exalted above another? 
Do not the learned philoſopher, the wiſe politician, 
and the ſkilful artiſt move in a ſphere greatly ele- 
vated above that of the rade ſavage and uncultiva- 
ted peaſant ? Are not thoſe ſciences which tend 
to enlarge the mind, improve the judgment, and 
mend the heart; thoſe ſciences and arts which are 
uſeful to ſociety, which improve trade and com- 
meree, which promote the health, the ſecurity and 
happineſs of mankind, of more conſequence than 
thoſe which are only matters of curioſity or ſubjects 
of amuſement. But is there any kind of know- 
ledge of ſo much uſe as the knowledge of the 
Lon ? Is there any object ſo worthy of our at- 
tention ? Is there any thing of ſo much conſe- 
quence to us the intelligent offspring of God, 
who have broken his law, as to be acquainted with 
the diſcoveries of his grace in Jeſus Chriſt, to know 
how ſinners may be pardoned and accepted, made 
holy and happy in time and through eternity ? In 
compariſon of this, what are all other kinds of ſei- 
ence? Without this, the moſt proſound philoſo- 
pher muſt for ever periſh. But the man who is 
poſſeſſed of this knowledge, though ignorant of 
many other things, is wiſe unto ſalvation. 
224. The excellence and importance of this know- 
ledge will appear, if we conſider that it is not 
a bare ſpeculative; but a pruttical experimental 
knowledge, which is here intended. 
There is a ſpeculative acquaintance with divine 
things, which may be attained by the ſtudy of the 
Scriptures, without the interna] illumination of the 
Holy Ghoſt. By this men's heads may be er- 
lightened, while their hearts remain cold and un- 
affected. Men may be able to think and fpcak, 
and write diſtinctly about the nature of God, the 
doctrines of his grace, and the precepts of his Jaw; 
while ey continue in loye with fin and in the, 
as 
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practice of iniquity. But this kind of knowledge 
cannot produce the effects mentioned in the text, 
and therefore it cannot be that which is here in- 
tended. It is the ſaving practical knowledge of 
the Lon D which is promiſed in the text. It is 
when God gives us the ſpirit of wiſdom and reve- 
lation in the knowledge of Chriſt, that the eyes of 
our underſtandings are ſavingly Fn men It 
is when he ſhines into our hearts by his Spirit, that 
he gives us the light of the know ledge of his glory 
in the face of Jeſus Chriſt, 
This is a knowledge which is accompanied with 
faith and love, which deeply affects the heart, and 
influences all the conduQ. It raiſes the mind above 
the world, and all its purſuits; it is a light to our 
feet, and a lamp to our path ; it will be'our com- 
| fort and our hearts delight, in all our afflictions; 
it will chear our ſpirits in the day of diſtreſs; di- 
pel the gloom of the dark valley of death; and 
burſt forth in the future world into a __ ever- 
laſting day. | 
Muſt not this be a blefling of great importance, > 
which not only gives us juſt conceptions of the 
God with whom we have to do, but fills our minds 
with admiring adoring thoughts of his J 
dant greatneſs and mercy; which not only in- 
ſtructs us with regard to the deſigns of his orice; 
but diſpoſes us to comply with theſe deſigns; which 
as it proclaims the bleſſings of ſalvation, leads us to 
embrace, and rejoice in. theſe bleſſings; which 
teaches us our duty, and at the ſame time inclines us 
to cheerful obedience; which brings life and immor- 
tality clearly to light, and cauſes us to rejoice in . 
the hope of celeſtial glory? Surely it is life eternal, 
thus to know the only true God and Jeſus Chriſt 
whom he has ſent. _ 
34. That this Weste age is a mighty bleſſing, 
will appear, if we attend to ſome of its properties. 
It is certam knowledge, It * not on the 
. e authority 
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authority or reaſonings of fallible men: It depends 
on the authority and veracity. of the all- perfect and 
unchangeable God. The Holy Scriptures Gen 
in themſelves ſtrong marks and evidences of their 
ivine original. Beſide the majeſty and dene 
of the ſtile, and the barmony of the different 
the doctrines are every way worthy of God, and F 
eee ſuited to the ſituation of man. — The 
tendency of the whole is to diſplay the divine 
glory, deſtroy the works of the devil, and raiſe 
elieving ſinners to dignity, purity, and telicity. 
And when accompanied by the Holy Spirit, they 
have a powerful efficacy to penetrate the hearts, 
awaken the conſciences, and convert the ſouls of 
ſinners; uicken, ſtrengthen, and comfort the 
people of Goh. 
beſe Scriptures impreſſed with ſuch internal 
marks of their divinity, en been atteſted by num- 
berleſs miracles, which no art or plans of creatures 
could effect; by numberleſs predictions, with re- 
gard to events which no human ſagacity could 
| 25 foreſee; by the reſurrection of Jeſus 
hriſt from the dead, his aſcenſion to Heaven, 
and his pouring out, in an extraordinary manner, 
the H oly Shah on the day of Pentecoſt. They 
| have == atteſted by the Sooderfal ſucceſs of the 
Apoſtles, in the firſt propagation of Chriſtianity ; 
and by the happy effects, which, in every age, they 
have produced in the hearts and lives of all by 
whom they haye been cordially received. 
As this knowledge 1 ig moſt certain, fo it is moſt 
Plegſant. Light is not more agreeable to the eyes, 
or muſic to the ear, than knowledge is to the mind. 
The pleaſures of the underſtanding are greatly ſu- 
perior to thoſe of ſenſe, and the delight which is 
experienced in the ſtudy of the Scriptures exceeds 
_ the happineſs of all other kinds of ſtudy. Hence 
the Plalmiſt ſays, that © the words of God were 


inmates to his taſte than the — from thocgmd.” ik 
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And the Apoſtle Paul declares, © that he counted 

all'things but loſs for the excellency of the know. 
ledlge of Chriſt Jeſus his Lord.” 

This is the only /atisfying knowledge. Other objects 


are not ſuited to the vaſt capacities of our ſouls; _ 


but God ĩs an object infinitely great and lovely; he 
is all-ſofficient to fill our growing underſtandings, 
and to ſatisfy our moſt enlarged deſires. The fa- 
mous Juſtin Martyr and the learned Selden frankly 
acknowledged, that in all their ſtudies they never 
found reſt, till they came to the ſtady of the Holy 
Seriptures. And well does it become the greateſt 
philoſophers upon earth, after all their attainments 
in human learning, humbly to ſit down at Jeſus' 
feet, and learn that excellent knowledge, i in which 
alone they will find reſt to their fouls. 
In fine, this is advantageous knowledge. By 
means of it we are quickened to a divine life, brought 
Into a ſtate of friendſhip and communion with God, 
adorned with the graces of his Holy Spirit, and en- 
abled to abound in the fruits of righteouſneſs which 
are by Jeſus Chriſt to the glory and praiſe of God. 
While, with open face, we behold, as in a glaſs 
the glory of the Lord, we are changed into the 
ſame image from glory to glory, by the ſpirit of 
the Lord. 
What a benefit then muſt this knowledge be, 
which" is ſo certain, ſo pleaſant, ſo ſatisfying, and 
| advantageous which reveals the moſt j pas 
object, and diſcovers the moſt excellent, moſt ſuit- 
able bleſſings ? Other kinds of knowledge are uſe- 
ful in the affairs of the preſent life; but this alone 
can make wiſe for eternity. This divine know- 
ledge dignifies the mind, ſubdues the paſſions, and 
ſanctifies the man. It fills the ſoul with 'admira- 
tion of redeeming love, and draws out the deſires 
after the Saviour. It bleſſes the Chriſtian with all 
ſpiritual bleſſings, and condutts him to the man- 
um o eternal felicity.— Who would not with, 
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who. would not labour, that this excellent know- 
ledg e may be diffuſed over all the world 2 Is not 
this the benevolent deſign of the Miſſionary So- 
ciety? Your object, my reſpected fathers and bre- 
tbren, js not to aggrandize yourſelves, or promote 
any ſcheme of worldly policy; but to enlighten, 
to reform, to civilize, to evangelize the Heathen: 
1 encouragement let us turn our attention 
to the

It. It implies that the Goſpel will be preached 
in all paris of the world. 

Preaching is the mean appointed by God for 
| ſpreading the knowledge. of himſelf, and of his 
great ſalvation. How can men know the Lord 
unleſs they be taught? And how can they be 
taught without a teacher? When our bleſſed Re- 
deemer would diffuſe the knowledge of his Goſpel 
among the nations, he commiſſioned his diſciples 
to go into all the world, and preach the Goſpel 
« to every creature.” Preaching has hitherto been 
the principal mean by which the knowledge of the 
Lonp has been propagated; and we are aſſured 
_ that the time is coming, when it will be univerſal. 
Thus, in Matt. xxiv. 14. our bleſſed Lord expreſsly 
declares, that the Goſpel of the kin gdom ſhall be 
preached in all the world for a witneſs,” or teſti- 
mony, to all nations.“ This prediction was in 
ſome meaſure ful filled during that age, before the 
deſtruction of Jeruſalem. But its full accompliſh- 
ment is an event to which we are ſtill to look 
forward, an event which is to take place when the 
earth is about to be filled with the knowledge of the 
Lon, as the waters cover the ſea.

And the univerſal publication of 
the Goſpel is ſublimely repreſented in the book: of 
the Revelations of St. John, “by an Angel flying 
« in the midſt uf Heaven, having the everlaſting 
* Goſpe] to preach unto them that dwell on the 
« earth, and to every nation, and kindred, and 
tongue, and people.” { 
Thus we ſee the preaching of the Goſpet i is to 
extend over all the earth. The glorious Sun of 


Righteouſneſs is to ariſe on all the benighted' 


nations. The Miniſters of Chriſt are to go Tonk 
into all countries, proclaiming the glad tidings of 
ſalvation. Their found will go into all the earth, 
and their words unto the end of the world. 

Does unbelief ſay, that it will be impoſſible _ 
find ſuch a number of Miſſionaries as will be ne- 
ceflary to ; preach the Goſpel in every land? Our 
faith replies, that with God nothing is impoſſible. 
In his hand are the hearts of all men; be can diſ- 
poſe and qualify a vaſt multitude in this and other 
countries, which enjoy the Goſpel, to go forth as 
Miſſionaries. - He can bleſs their labours among 
the heathen, and raiſe up from among their con- 
verts other Miſſionaries to go into other countries, 
and fo cauſe the kingdom of Meſſiah to ſpread 
from land to land, until it embrace the 1 
earth, and reſemble the little leaven which was 
hid in three meaſures of meal, till the whole were 
leavened.

At preſent. 'there are, in the countries where it | 
1s 
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is preached, many by whom it is not believed'; 


many who reject its doctrines, deſpiſe its Mini- 


ſters and pour contempt on its divine inſtitutions. 
And the backwardneſs of the Heathen to receive 
the Goſpel, arifing from their natural corruption 


and acquired prejudices, is one of the difficulties 


to be encountered by thoſe who engage in miſ- 


Bonary labours. But when it is declared “ that the 
9 Anh ſhall be full of the knowledge of the Lok p,“ 


it certainly implies, that this and all other difficul- 
ties will be overcome; and that mankind in gene- 


ral will know and profeſs the Chriſtian religion.— 


The ſame comfortable truth is clearly taught in 


other parts of the ſacred oracles.

They attend to dar ee 
duties, but they have no true faith. in Chriſt, 
fincere love to God, no holy deſires after him; "but 
when the ſaving knowledge of the Louxp ſhall fill 
the earth, the power of the Goſpel will be univer- 
ſally felt. I do not mean to aflert that every in- 
dwidual, without exception, will be a true Chriſtian; 
but that the univerſal diffuſion of divine known, 
ledge, in the period to which the text chiefly: re- 
fers, will be accompanied with ſuch extraordinary 
influences of the Holy Ghoſt, as will qa 0:1 27M 
kind in general, cordially. to receive the Go 
In conſequence-of which they will partake: e i its 
precious benefits, breath its pious benevolent ſpirit, 
and walk according to its holy precepts. Soy in 
other parts of Seripture, it is declared,“ that in |

« That men ſhall be bleſſed in him, and all nations 
© call him bleſſed. It is not till all nations ſubmit 
to Chriſt, and partake of the benefits of his king-

Do our feeble minds doubt if ſuch a ſtate of things

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that, under the reign of Meffiah, the nature of 
fierce and deſtructive animals will be changed ; ſo 
that they will live in peace with thoſe. creatures, 


which at preſent they are diſpoſed to deſtroy. Whe- 


ther this will be ſo or not I ſhall not determine; 
but it is not the meaning of the text. It is evident 
that the paſſage deſcribes the effects which are to 
follow the univerſal diffuſion of divine knowledge. 


But knowledge can have no effect on the tempers of 


irrational creatures. The text muſt, therefore, be 
underſtood in a feurative ſenſe. It i is uſual, in 


Scripture, to call men by the ſpecific names of 


thoſe animals which they reſemble in temper. Per- 


ſons of mild and peaccable tempers are frequently 


called ſheep and lambs ; and perſons of fierce and 
cruel diſpoſitions are called wolves and lions. So, 
here, the two great diviſions of mankind, are repre- 


ſented by two claſſes of animals, very different in 


their tempers and manners. 

In the one of theſe claſſes are the lamb, the kid, 
the fatling, the cow, and the ox; which are all 
creatures of mild diſpoſitions, and uſeful to man- 
kind, By theſe are intended true Chriſtians, who, 


in as far as grace prevails, are meek and gentle, af- 
ſectionate and beneficent. 


The wolf, the leopard, the lion, the bear, the 


5 aſp, and the cockatrice, belong to the other claſs. 
. They are all creatures of fierce tempers, which are 


naturally diſpoſed to hurt and deſtroy. By theſe 
are repreſented wicked men, whoſe hearts are un- 


ſubdued, who are paſſionate, and bene. and N 


hoſtile to the people of God. 

Now, the diſeription here given intimate 

1ſt. That when the knowledge of the Lon ſhall 
fill the earth, it will produce a wonderful, change 
in the tempers "of men. 

It is impoſſible that the wolf can dwell in friend- 
ſhip with the lamb ; that the leopard can lie down, 
in pence with the kid; Ce? the harmony W is 

_-. 
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here deſcribed, between animals ſo different in their 
tempers, can take place, till a complete change be 
produced in thoſe of the fierce deſtructive claſs. 
So, when it is intimated that peace, and friendſhip 
are to take place between men of oppoſite diſpoſi- 
tions, it certainly implies that a great change muſt 
be made in thoſe who are wicked and hoſtile to 
true Chriſtians. | af "HY 
We know that the Goſpel, when cordially re- 
, ceived, is the mean of producing this happy change. 
When accompanied by divine grace, it renews the 
Heart. Tt ſubdues the ſtubborn minds of perverſe 
4 men. It makes them new creatures in Chriſt. Old 
things paſs away, and all things become new. It 
ſoftens the temper and ſweetens the diſpoſitions. 
It leads Chriſtians to put away all-anger and wrath 
| and malice, every cruel and harſh diſpoſition ; and, 
= as the ele& of God, holy and beloved, to put on 
1 bowels of mercies, kindneſs, humbleneſs of mind, 
meekneſs, long ſuffering, forbearing one another, 
and forgiving one another. Of this we have a ſtrik- 
| | ing example in the Apoſtle Paul. Before his con- 
| | verſion, he was a dreadful perfecutor. But, after 
Almighty grace changed his heart, he was a mild 
and gentle, though a zealous Chriſtian. The Phi- 
lippian Jailor was another inſtance among many 
that might be mentioned. He not only thruſt Paul, 
and Silas into the inner griſon; being a harſh hard- 
hearted man, he made their feet faſt in the ſtocks. 
But as ſoon as the Goſpel came to him with power, 
he relented. He was wonderfully ſoftened. He 
waſhed their ſtripes, brought them into his houſe, 
and ſet meat before them. He treated them with 
the greateſt kindnefs, _ 1 
Oh! what ſavage barbarity, what dreadful fero- 
ciouſneſs, are to be found in the countries which 
are without the knowledge of the Loxp ! How 
cruel in their revenge! How bloody in their 
wars! What tortures do they inflict on e 
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wes 1" Truly the dark places of the earth are full 
of the habitations of crueſty. But, when the pre- 
dictions in the text ſhall be accomplithed, man- 
kind in general will be civilized. Multitudes in 
every land, being regenerated by divine grace, the 
fierce paſſions will be ſubdued; .mild and gen- 
tle, and holy diſpoſitions, will every where pre- 
vail. 
2d. When the period, to which the text refers, 
ſhall be fully come, mankind will Ie together in 
unity and feace. 
© This is beautifully and ſtrongly expreſſed in the 
figurative language of the text: The wolf ſhall 
« dwell with the lamb, and the leopard ſhall lie 
* down with the kid; and the calf and the yours 
lion and the fatling together; and a little child 
*& ſhall lead them: And the cow and the bear ſhall 
feed, their young ones ſhall ſie down together; 
« And the lion ſhall eat ſtraw like the ox.” That 
is to ſay, perſons who had malignant diſpofitions, 
and were enemies to the Saints, being enſightened 
and renewed by the grace of the Goſpel, will bee. 
come members of the ſame houſehold of faith, and 
live in peace and love with thoſe whom formerly 
they would have devoured. Mutual confidence, 
and friendly intimacy, wil obtain among thoſe who 
were, formerly, ſeparated by mutual antipathy and 
diſtraſt. They ſhall feed together in the green 
paſtures of divige ordinances, and delight them- 
ſelves in the ſpiritual proviſion which the Goſpel 
affords. They ſhall dwell together in the ſweeteſt 
harmony, and teach their ebildren to perpetuate 
the friendſhip. 
| What diviſions and content tions at preſent take 
place among mankind! What a variety of falſe 
religions obtain among thoſe nations which are 
ſtrangers to the Goſpe] ! How zealous are every 
people in the cauſe of their own ſuperſiztion ! and 
how Oy againſt all who differ from them! But 
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when the happy ſtate of things, which is here pre- 
dicted, ſhall take place, there will be no falſe reli- 
gions, no diſputes or quarrels about religion. The 
eathen will caſt their idols to the moles. and. to 
the bats. Abandoning their ſhocking ſacrifices, 
their obſcene rites, their impure worſhip, and their 
wicked practices, they will ſerve the living and 
ce true God, and wait for his Son from heaven, even 
« Jeſus who delivereth us from the wrath to come.“ 
The Mahometans, convinced of the vanity of their 
pilgrimages and oblations, convinced of the falſe- 
hood and impurity of their religion, will forſake 
their prophet, and all his deluſions ; will embrace 
the Chriſtian doctrine, and join in the worſhip of 
the one God, through Jeſus Chrift the only Mediator. 
All things ſhall be gathered together in Chriſt; and 
in that day there ſhall be one Lord, and his name 
one. The Jews, laying afide their infidelity, pre- 
judices, and animoſities, will come into the Church 
together with the fulneſs of the Gentiles, and as 
there is but one Shepherd there ſhall be but one 
fold +—The man of fin being completely deſtroyed 
by the Spirit of the Lord's mouth, and the bright- 
neſs of his coming; idolatry, ſuperſtition, and will- 
- worſhip, being baniſhed from his followers ; incenſe 
and a pure offering ſhall be offered to the Lord 
from the rifing to the ſetting of the ſun. Infi- 
dels and ſceptics, in Chriſtian countries, convinced 
of the truth and excellence of our holy Religion, 
will become true behevers, and hold faſt the faith 
of the Goſpel. The various denominations of Chriſ- 
tians will lay aſide their differences, their jealouſies, 
and reproaches. All will be made to drink into 
one ſpirit, and will unite, in one faith, one hope, 
one pure and ſpiritual worſhip. 
As there ſhall be no diviſions or quarrels on ac- 
count of religion, ſo there ſhall be no diſputes or 
wars about civil or political matters. The Spirit of 
the Goſpel will. fill men's hearts with univerſal be- 
5 | : nevolence. 
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PTE RSS Their minds being illuminated with 
heavenly wiſdom ; the wrathful, ambitious paſſions 
being tubdued ; love will reign in every family, 
fri-nd(hip in every neighbourhood. Rulers will be 
juſt, ruling in the fear of God. Subjects will be 
contented and obedient ; leading quiet and peace - 
able lives in all godlineſs and honeſty. The nations 
of the world, having ſubmitted to the Prince of 
Peace, will ſee. the tolly and madneſs of war; will 
abandon the cruel buſineſs which for ſo many thou- 
ſands of years. has deluged the world with blood; 
and will rejoice in the bleſſings of univerſal, per- 
manent peace. So it is declared, Iſaiah ii. 4. as 
a conſequence of all nations, flowing into the Goſ- 
pel Church“ That they ſhall beat their ſwords 
into ploughſhares, and their ſpears into pruning 
* hooks ; that nation ſhall not lift up ſword againſt | 
e nation; neither ſhall they learn war any more.“ 
zd. When the ſtate of things, predicted in the 
text, ſhall take place, mankind wil live in à fate 
of. perfee ſafety. 

"This is not only intimated, when it is ſaid, The 
& wolf ſhall dwell with the lamb, and the leopard 
% ſhall lie down with the kid;“ it is ſtrongly ex- 
; preſſed, when we are told,“ That the ſucking child 
e ſhall play on the hole of the aſp, and the.weaned 
e child ſhall put his band on the cockatrice' den ;” 
and that, “ They hail not hurt or deſtroy in all 
£ God's boly mountain,” 
We are informed, that in the antedeluvian 
world, when the wickedneſs of-man was great, the 
earth was full of violence. This is too much the 
caſe at preſent. Even in the countries which en- 
oy the Goſpel, and are civilized, how much vio- 
_ obtains! What inſtances of grievous oppreſ- 
ſion, of cruel ſlavery, of horrid murders; diſgrace 
theſe nations! And in the countries which are 
ſtrangers. to the Goſpel, what dreadful violence ! 
what Gs barbarities prevail! The weak is 
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always at the mercy of the. ſtrong ; the ſlave is 
perpetually in the power of tho'tyranits there 1 is no 


ſecurity for life or property. 


But when the power of the Goſpel ſhall be gene- 
rally felt, there will be nothing to hurt or de- 
< ſtroy. ” Malice and envy, cruelty and revenge, 
avarice and ambition, being baniſhed from the hu- 
man breaſt, none will be diſpoſed to moleſt or hurt 
their neighbours. No malicious tongue will blaſt 
the reputation, no ſecret enemy will plot the de- 
ſtruction of thoſe around him. No powerful arm 
will be lifted up to oppreſs the weak. From with- 
out, or from within, there will be nothing to fear. 
Mankind, inſpired with holy charity, will wiſh no 
evil, will do no evil, to one another. So in Ho- 
ſea ii. 18. it is ſajd, « The Lord will make bis peo- 
* ple to lie down fafely.” And in Micah iv. 4. after 
deſcribing the ſtate of univerſal peace which ſhall 
then obtain, it is added, © They ſhall fit every man 
under his vine, and under his fig-tree; and none 
© ſhall make them afraid : for the mouth of the 
* Lonp of Hoſts hath ſpoken it.” 

Once more: It is intimated in the text, that, 
who! the earth ſhall be filled' with the knowledge 
of the Loxy, the human race will not only live 
in peace and ſafety, they will enjoy great proſperity 
| 4 happmeſs. 

In negative terms, much more is implied than 
1 When it is here ſaid, © There ſhall be 
nothing to hurt or deſtroy,” it is intimated not 
only that the nations, having come into the Church, 
| ſhall be delivered from evil, but that they ſhall be 
blefſed with every thing that is good. Tempora 
comforts ſhall be more generally poſſeſſed, and 
more abundantly ſweetened with a ſenſe of divine 
love. 'The Lord will extend peace to his Church 
as à river; and as a mother comforteth her children 
ſo will the Lord comfort his people. In a remark- 
abſt ne ** ſhew them his glory, He will 

give 
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give them the ſweeteſt ſenſe of pardoned fin, of 
their intereſt in his favour, and of their title to the 
heavenly inheritance. He will give them intimate 
delightful communion with himſelf, He will bleſs 
them with a rich profuſion of ſpiritual good things. 
He will cauſe them to walk in the light of his 
countenance, and to rejoice in his great ſalvation. 
This happy ſtate of the Church is deſcribed in 
many paſſages of the prophetic writings, particularly 


Iſaiah Ix. 15—2 1. Whereas thou haſt been for- 


* ſaken and hated, fo that no man went through 
1 thee, I will make thee an eternal excellency, a 
joy of many generations. Thou ſhalt alſo ſuck the

Care. Let us diligently attend the ordinances - 
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the Goſpel, and fervently pray for the influences of 
the Holy Spirit, to make them effectual. Let us 
be concerned that the God of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, 
the Father of Glory, may give unto us the ſpirit of 
wiſdom and revelation in the knowledge of him; 
the eyes of our underſtandings being enlightened; 
that we may know what is the hope of his callin 
and what the riches of the glory of his — 
in the ſaints.

Not to ſpeak of the many twaſnds, in the 
countries called Chriftian, who are ignorant of the 
Gofpel, there are, in the ſultry climes of Africa, 
unknown myriads of our ſpecies periſhing for lack 
of knowledge. In the vaſt empire of China, there 
are more than three hundred millions of Pagans 
who all ſpeak one language, and yet are ſtrangers 
to the language of Canaan. In the extenfive fer- 
tile tracts of country within and beyond the Gan- 
ges, I cannot tell how many millions are envel- 
loped in the thickeſt darkneſs. Of the thouſand 
millions of human beings who inhabit this globe, 

perhaps nine hundred millions never heard the 
Goſpel. How prodigious the numbers! How de- 
plorable their ſituation! They know not the God 
who made them. They know not the Saviour who 
died for the redemption "of ſinners. They are ſtran- 
path to the * of — and peace, of mow 
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and glory! How depraved are their nals | How 
groſs their ſuperſtitions ! How impure, bow bloody 
are ſome of their rites f Do we pity the man who 
is pinched with hunger? Are we touched with 
compaſſion for the family afficted with poverty? 
Would all our feelings be ſtrongly affected were 
ve to hear of a whole nation periſhing for want of 
| bread? Here are multitudes of nations ready to 
periſh for · want of the bread: of life ! expoſed not 
only to temporal, but to eternal death! Will we 
not regard — with pity? Will not our bowels 
of compatfion be moved for them? : 

But it is not enough that we pity the benighted 
nations, we ſhould do what we can to ſent them 
relies; '.-/ 

Have we Sud e the 'ODM ef-- 
tects of the Goſpel, and are we not ſolicitous 
— others may partake of the ſame divine bleſ- 
fings? Can we think of ſo many millions fitting 
in ſpiritual darkneſs, and not be concerned that 
they may be enlightened by the glorious Goſpel ? 
Can we pray, © Thy kingdom come, and not 
_ exert ourſelves to promote the intcrefts of that 
kingdom ? Can we love the Lord Jeſus Chriſt in 
ſincerity, and not endeavour to ſpread the know- 
ledge of his name? Is it not the command of God, 
that we ſhould do good unto all men, as we have 
opportunity? Is it not his command, that the 
Goſpel ſhould be preached unto all nations? Has 
he not promiſed to be graciouſly preſent with his 
. ſervants who engage in this important buſineſs ? 
Do not the many promiſes of his word, reſpecting 
the converſion of the heathen, and the aſpect of 
his providence with regard to miſſionary affairs, 
encourage us to ſend the Goſpel to heathen lands? 
Do I not ſpeak before a numerous reſpectable 
Society, who have come over their litile prejudices, 
and united in their grand work of faith, this noble 


ben of love? Are my not truly Chriſtian in 
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their union, benevolent in their object, and un- 
wearied in their exertions ? Are there not thou-._ 
ſands and tens of thouſands in this country, and in 
other countrics, rejoicing in their union, and ſtriv- 
ing together for them in their addreſſes to the 
Throne of Grace? And has not the Hearer of pray- 
er, the Father of Our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, hitherto 
ſmiled on their endeavours ? May theſe promiſing 
beginnings be followed with more illuſtrious pro- 
greſs, and lead to a glorious ue ! May the ſpirit 
of zeal and unanimity which have been excited 
among Chriſtians, be more and more increaſed ! 
May the Lord of the harveſt raiſe up and qualify 
many labourers for this great harveſt among the 
heathen! May he crown the efforts of thoſe who 
have entered on the work with much ſucceſs, that 
they may gather fruit unto life eternal ! Let thoſe 
Who feel an inclination for this honourable though 
arduous buſineſs, willingly offer themſelves. And 
let all Chriſtians, according to their abilities, ho- 
nour the Lord with their ſubſtance, by giving pe- 
cuniary aſſiſtance. Let them help alſo by their 
fervent prayers. Let none fit down and raiſe ob- 
jections to excuſe themſelves from aſſiſting in the 
buſineſs. The work is the Lord's, and he can 
remove all difficulties. Yea, he has promiſed, 
That every valley ſhall be filled, and every moun- 
© tain and hill brought low; and that the crooked 
« ſhall be made ſtraight, and the rough ways 
« ſmooth ; and that all fen ſhall ſee the ſalvation 
« of God.“ Let us then join heart and hand in 
the work. God, and Chriſt, and Angels, are ob- 
| ſerving our conduct. Our zeal and fidelity, and 
perſeyerance, will occaſion joy in heaven, and will 
be mentioned to our honour, on the great and im 


portant day of the Loxd.—dnen,

BRRTNREx, 


ERMIT a ſtranger to moſt of your perſons, 
but not to your deſigns and endeavours for 
the glory of God, to addreſs to you a few remarks 
from the ſacred Oractes, on this grand and ſolemn 
occaſion. I beg your ſerious and candid atten- 
tion. Fathers and brethren in the miniſtry, diſci- 
ples of Jeſus at large, I entreat your prayers, that, 
being indulged in Providence with an opportunity 
of attending at your Pentecoſt, my foul with yours 

may be filled with the Holy Ghoſt. O pray, 
that, being honoured, by the Directors of our 
Miſſionary Society, with à call to the ſituation in 
which I now ſtand, I may be ſo diveſted of the 
fear of man, and filled with the fear of God—ſo 
diveſted of ſelf, and clothed upon with Chriſt— 
ſo immediately. under the holy anointing—as that 
the word may come with power, and prove itſelf to 
be not the word of man, but the word of God ! 


May great grace be upon us all, while I endea- 
vour, in an entire dependence on divine aſſiſtance, 
to ſpeak to you from that inſtructive portion of 
the prophecy which is recorded in 
Iſai. Ixiv. 1. Oh that thou wouldeſt rend the 
heavens, that thou woulde et come down, that the moun- 
tains might” flow down at thy preſence !” 


That work, which is begun in prayer, is in a fair 
way to end in praiſe, — 15a precious key, 
which 
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which every godly man carries in his boſom, and 
with it has liberty to unlock the ſtorehouſes of 
Heaven. It is a key, which in reſpect of private 
and public concerns, has been uſed with wonderful 
effect for ages paſt, and ſhall be for ages to come. 
The Prophet, in this and the foregoing chapter, 
gives us a rich ſpecimen of his acquainiance with 
the grace and gift of prayer; and, for our encou- 
ragement, ſeems to ſtand among other Iſraelites as 
an example of the ſucceſs of prayer. In the con- 
text he appears to plead with God for the beſtow- 
ment of heavenly bleſſings upon the church and 
the world, and, I preſume, to perſonate both the 
Jewiſh and Chriſtian church in prayer. In other 
words, as is frequently the caſe in the prophecies, 
in pleading the cauſe of the ancient exiled cap- 

tive tribes, he comprehends that of an enſlaved 
world, and contemplates the deliverance of both. 
Having exclaimed with admiration at the proſpect 
of Jeſus, travelling in the greatneſs of his ſtrength, 
and coming with dyed garments from Bozrah, he 
proceeds in ſtrains of fervent devotion in the 
words of the text Oh that thou wouldeſt rend 
1 the heavens, that thou wouldeſt come down,“ 
&c. And as ſoon as he had finiſhed his praver, he 
appears to have written thoſe bleſſed words, of 
which millions have felt the energy, and many in 
this place; ch. Ixv. 1. I am ſought of them that 
&* aſked not for me: I. am found of them that 
* {ought me not: I ſaid, Behold me, behold me, 
 < unto a nation that was not called by my name.” 
This paſſage is quoted by St. Paul, Rom. x. 20. 
and applied to Chriſt and the Chriſtian era. 
Does it not ſeem, then, brethren, as if the prayer 
of the Church, offered up by the prophet on 
account of her diftreſſes—with reverence would I 
{peak it—brought the Godhead out of heaven, 
not only to look upon and re-edify his ancient 
Zion, but to contemplate a ruined world, and

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to give freſh affurances of his determination to 
fave it? Oh the tried, the lovely power of 
prayer Let us often work this powerful en- 
gine, and 8 Oh that thou wouldeſt rend the 
ec heavens, &c. —Rending the heavens is an allu- 
ſion to a perſon's haftening to deliver his friend 
from the oppreſſion of a ſanguinary foe, or from 

ſome imminent danger :—he flies to his ſuccour 
throws open doors—burſts oppoſing bars—leaps | 
over intervening: obſtacles, or daſhes them to 
pieces, having no care what becomes of them, ſo 
he is in time and place to fave his friend.“

| "Theſe are in our text called mountains; which 
we know to be a figurative term to repreſent ex- 
treme difficulties, and formidable enemies, as in 
the text juſt alluded to, and in Iſa. xl. 4, Every 
mall ſhall be made low.“ Let us view, and 
if poſſible meaſure the mountains, not as the un- 
believing ſpies viewed the gigantig ſons of Anak, 
and the walled cities of Paleſtine, and were — 
mayed at them; but as Joſhua and Caleb con- . 
templated the ſame. Numb. xiii. 26. Chron. xiv. 
1, &c. Heathen heroes might ſhame ſome Chriſ- 
tians, who in purſuit of a crown that fadeth, have 
played the man in meeting many and mighty dif- 
fliculties with calm intrepidity, as thoſe which, in 
their way to glory, they conſidered would rather 
increaſe than diminiſh the ſplendour of their future 
diadems. 

When Hannibal, the famous Carthagenian hero, 5 
meditated the conqueſt of Rome, after bade 

ade 
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kndet his immenſe army in Spain, and contrived 
to float them with his huge elephants over interme- 
diate and rapid rivets; after having paſſed the 
Pyrenean mountains, and traverſed France, he 
came at length to the foot of thoſe aſtoniſhing 


works of God, the mountains of the Alps, which 
tear their frozen tops between Spain and Italy. 
_ Never, perbaps, till then had a-general with ſuch 

an army conceived the expedition poſſible. But 
fee what courage, - patience, and perſeverance will 
do. He far down at their baſe; he viewed; he 
panted for glory; he animated his army; they 
marched ; they ſurmounted the huge interpoſing 
_ difficulty ; in the untrodden way they moved 
along; on the impending cliffs Hannibal and his 
army hung; they ſuffered it is true, conſiderable 
loſs, but their ardour could not be cooled by 
frozen mountains; they puſhed on, nor reſted till 
_ they had attained the beautiful plains of Italy. 
And ſhall Chriſtian ſoldiers be affrighted at moun- 
tains, while che Son of God is in our camp; from 
vheſe face, we read, the earth and the viſible 
„ heavens fled away, N _ was e no _ 
e for them.” 
But we were to notice the mountains which may 
ſeem to oppoſe the tribes of Iſrael in their evan- 
2 warfare their Miſſionary career. We 
wiſh the world may ſoon be under the ſceptre of 
Jeſus; we believe he works by inſtruments, but

Here mountains of hor- 
rid war and blood, more terrible than African 
mountains of prey; there mountains of prophane- 
neſs and impenitence, which-border upon the hat- 
tomleſs pit. Here mountains of coldneſs and for- 
mality among the profeſſors of religion, mountains 
of 1 ice, and-there mountains of diwiſion and con- 
tention, craggy, diſcouraging and dangerous. And 
i civilized Europe, Chriſtian Europe ſo. called, 
preſents ſuch obſtacles, how can we with any pro- 
bability of ſucceſs, enterprize aught in Aſia or 
2 or the heathen parts of America? Look 
around the coaſts of the Mediterranean Sea, where 
in primitive times the mountain of the Lord's 
Houſe ſtood beautiful above the mountains; and

Look further, with what is the earth 
filled but mountains of heatheniſh idolatry, on the 
tops of which they worſhip the hoſts of heaven, at 
the foot of which they ſacrifice their wives and 
their children unto devils. Mountains theſe, in- 
acceſſible to our bands, through invidious Indian 
caſts, ancient prejudices, and the blindneſs and en- 
mity ef the human heart; ſo that the world lieth 
in wickedneſs and bordereth upon everlaſting de- 
ſtruction. Add to all, the Jewiſh tribes, who muſt

But, if 1 
am not miſtaken, God has note his granaries in Bri- 
tain, wherewith to repleniſh the famiſhing earth, 
that he may give feed to the ſower, for they 
ſhall go out, Iſaiah lv. with joy, and be Jed forth 
with peace. The mountains and the hills (even 
« all thoſe, the inhabitants of which look and long 
« for becoming) ſhall break forth before them into 
«© ſinging, and all the trees of the field ſhall clap 
& their hands. Inſtead of the thorn ſhall come up 
« the fir-tree, and inſtead of the briar the myrtle 
. <rree; and it ſhall be to the Lord for a name, and 

for an everlaſting ſign that ſhall not be cut off, 
And the ranſomed of the Lord ſhall return, and 
come 
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e come to Zion with ſongs, and everlaſting j joy, 
10 like radiant crowns, ſhall be upon their heads. 
They ſhall obtain joy and gladneſs, and ſorrow 
* and fighing ſhall flee away.” To that ſtate of 
unutterable and eternal bliſs may infinite love bring 
s all through the mercies of the Son of God, to 
Þ end our eternity together!

SERMON III. 
ZECHARIAH ix. 10. 
2 He foall ſpeak ns to the Heathen.” 


ESUS Chriſt is the hope of the ends of theearth, 
In him ſhall all the families of mankind be 
bleſſed, The patriarchal age expected his day 
by faith they ſaw it and rejoiced. The teſtimony of 
Jeſus was the ſpirit of prophecy. Holy men of God 
who lived in carly ages, foreſaw the grace which 
ſhould come unto us, and they ſearched what, and 
what manner of time the Spirit of Chrift which 
was in them did fignify, teſtifying before-hand the 
ſufferings of Chriſt and the glory which ſhould ' 
follow. 'The Prophet Zechariah is found among 
that favoured number who gave teſtimony to Goſ- 
pel times. It appears from the book which bears 
his name, that he was not inſenſible of the glori- 
ous myſteries concerning the perſon, the grace, 
the atonement, and the kingdom of Jeſus; all of 
which he preached to the afflicted Jews for their 
comfort and eſtabliſhment. Some very. important 
thoughts concerning the day of the Meſſiah, are 
delivered by him, in the chapter before us; parti- 
cularly in the gth, 10th and 11th verſes. The 
prediction, however diſtant from thoſe days, was 

not leſs certain, as it contains the words of that 

God before whom all time is prefent, and who 
calleth the end from the beginning. The truths 
were accompliſhed in part, when Chriſt made his 
wag 12 appearance 
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Ser our nature, and what remains, is now 
Killing, or in time ſhall be fulfilled. Verſe gtb, 


* Rejoice greatly, O daughter of Zion, ſhout; O 
« — of Jeruſalem, behold thy King cometh 
« unto thee: He is juſt, and having ſalvation : 
* lowly, and riding upon an aſs, and upon a colt, 
“ the foalof an aſs.” Here we have a repreſentation 
of the viſit which Chriſt in the fulneſs of the times 
made to the great City. The daughter of Zion,” 
it is true, was diſpleaſed at the homely aſpect of her 
King, as they expected him in outward ſplendour ; 

but it was the will of heaven, that Chriſt ſhould 
appear on earth—a ſufferer—not an earthly con- 
queror. He came into this world to die, He went 
out of it to reign. It behoved him to become a man 
of ſorrows, and acquainted with his people's griefs. 


Jeſus ſuffered under Pontius Pilate— was cruci- 


fied—died” and was buried, and on the third 
day he roſe again according to the Scriptures. 
When the painful taſk is accompliſhed; as a re- 
wurd of his obedience, and to ful the decree of 
His Father, he is to take the government of all 
worlds upon his own ſhoulder, and muſt reign un- 
til all his enemies; and thoſe of the Church be put 
under his feet. © During the three full years of his 
perſonal miniſtry, he addreſſed his love to the Jews, 
bat they rejected him. He came unto his own, 
and his on received him not. Their unbelief was 
criminal, and awfully perſiſted in, —ſor when Jeſus 
had left the earth, when he ſent down the Spirit at 
Pentecoſt—when be came to them by bis Apoſtles 
even at that time but a few acknowledged his 
authority, or would have this man to reign over 
them. But, oh, adorable wiſdom, by the Jews' re- 
Jection of Chriſt way'is made for the admiffion of 
the Gentiles into God's favour and friendſhip. By 
their fall ſalvation is come to us! Verſe 10th,— 

And I will, cut off the chariot from Ephraim, 
"6: d the horte from nn and the 2 
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bow ſhall be cut off, and He fhall ſpeak peace ta 
„ the Heathen, and To dominion ſhall be from fea 
cc to ſea, and from the river even to the ends of the 
earth.“ The dominion of Jeſus ſhall be friendly 
to the Heathen. There are two or three general 
remarks which preſent themſelves to-us, not un 
connected with the ſubject. 

Firſt The 4 of Ran is a dominion of 
ſpiritual order. Inſtruments- of cruelty are re- 
moved from his kingdom and are transformed into 
the friendly implements of huſbandry. Swords 
are to become plowſhares, and, ſpears are to be 
turned into pruning hooks. Jehovah will cut off the 
chariot, the war horſe, and the battle bow. Theſe 
have bereaved nations, have made the widow la- 
ment, and the fatherleſs to ſigh. Every battle of the 
warrior is with confuſed noiſe, and with garments 
rolled in blood. But Chriſt's reign upon earth 
ſhall be mild, peaceful, healthful, and every way 
deſirable. Some expoſitors have interpreted the re- 
moval of the chariot, &c. as intimating the removal 
of temporal authority and worldly power from the 
Jews, who were to remain a defenceleſs body until 
their final reſtoration. It is undoubtedly true, 
that thoſe people live, as was predicted, without 
a Prince and without dominion. But J confider 
the paſſage under conſideration, of ſimilar im 
with other prophecies which exhibit the peaceful 
reign of Jeſus, under the increaſe of which wars 

_ ſhall for ever ceaſe. 
Secondly, lt appears that the dominion of Jeſus 
| ſhall be a dominion of univerſal extent. From 
«4 ſea to ſea,” i. e. from one ſea to the other. From 
the ſea on one hemiſphere, to the ſea upon the 
other hemiſphere. © From the river from Eu- 
phrates, it is thought, © to the ends of the earth, 
to the confines of Judea. The Holy. Land being 
put by a figure for all the earth, The iſlands of 
"the ſea, as well as continents, may be e 
E 18 
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this form of f ſpeech; Here our faith and hope are 
affiſted in reſpect to the wide ſpread of the Goſpel. 
« From ſea to ſea,” and to the ends of the 
4 earth.” The knowledge of the glory of the 
Lord is to cover the earth as the waters the chan- 
nels of the great deep. Some 'prophecies make 
mention of the very places which ſhall receive the 
Goſpel, and be converted to God, as Egypt and 
_ Edom,—Ethiopia and Tyre: but in this paſſage 
it is hidden from us, perhaps defignedly for the 
x felon of faith, and of the human judgment in 
the conduct of miſt ions. Who can ſay the iſlands 
of the ſouthern latitudes are not intended in this 
prophecy ? It may be found, while miſſionary di- 
rectors deliberated only according to the probable 
opinion of fallible men, when they ſent the Goſpel 
toOtaheite and the Marqueſas, they'were fulfilling 
this part of Jehovah's counſel. His ways are in 
_ the eas and his paths are in the mighty waters. 
The laſt general remark I offer is, © The domi- 
ce mon of Jeſus is a dominion of kindneſs, benevo- 
cc Tence and condeſcenſion.“ He will ſpeak peace 


5 to the heathen, infinite condeſcenſion'! Let the 


earth hear it and be glad, let the multitnudes of the 
iſſes rejoice. Let Great Britain, Scotland and 

Ireland triumph. Let the vaſt ſhores of India, 
Africa and America be glad. Let earth and ſkies 
reſound with the Redeemer's praiſes. - Glory be 

to God in the higheſt, for on earth there is peace: 
ace to the heathen! There are four thoughts

The term in Scripture is for the 1250 part uſed 
to denote nations or multitudes. - It is a plural 
, word which repreſents great numbers to our view, 
and is ordinarily applied to the many who live 
without hope and without God in the world; we 
find the word often tranſlated Gentiles, and parti 
cularly in the new Teſtament. Such were out of 
the pale of the viſible Church, and were, except a 
few individuals, not reckoned among the people. 
«© They were not, a people.“ The divinely inſpired 
Scriptures which cannot deceive nor miſlead us, 
exhibit the Heathen in an affecting light. They 
repreſent them as deplorably ignorant, — ſuperſti- 
tions, and fatally blinded by the devil, the god of 
this world \—fornicators—unclean—effeminate— 
covetcous—abuſers of themſelves. with mankind— 
hateful—and | hating one another—deſpiſers of 
\ 5 mi and altogether alienated rom the life of 


"Whole ſections are employed to enumerate only 
A lift of their complicated vices; as in Rom. i. 19th _ 
to 32d verſes. 1 Cor. vi. th and 10th verſes, and many 
other parts. Indeed, but little remains of humanity 
itſelf are found among many of them ; and but for 
that natural conſcience whoſe light and inſpection 
they could not wholly eſcape, they would, appear 
but one degree above the fallen ſpirits ; and can 
ſuch rebels be reſtored ? 

It were well if reaſon and religion confined our 
views of the word to ſavage and idolatrous nations 
only. But it is not the caſe. What we ſee and 
hear in the world obliges us to apply the term too 
juſtly to whole communities, as well as to number- 
leſs individuals. The conduct of men ordinarily 
gives them the name and character they bear in 
ſociety. For inſtance, we ſay of one who lives in 
fornication, that he is a fornicator—of a man who 


* to exceſs, that he is a drunkard—of a man 
; who 
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who accuſtoms himſelf to ſwear or lie, that he * a 
ſwearer or a liar. Speaking properly and religiouſ- 
ly;-all men are Heathens who live eſtranged from 
God, and follow-the corrupt bias of their own un- 
ruly will: Our divine Lord, when ſpeaking of one 
who ſhall be excommunicated from the Church for 
his determined attachment to fin, will have him 
conſidered as an heathen. man, Matt. xviii. 11. 
Is it not to be feared that the greater part of man- 
Kind are chargeable with the he ? So generally 


allowed is the term, that it has become proverbial 


among us © there are Heathen at home.” Indeed 
there are too many. We do not confine the cha- 


racter to men of diſtant climate and ſable colour, 
but we ſee them in dreadful groups ſtalking abroad 
In Britain. So long as Heathen vices abound in 
Chriſtian countries, in vain ſhall we attempt to wipe 
olf the odium which the term Heathen attaches to 


it. What ſius or enormities of any kind have ap- 
red among ſavage nations, but have been natu- 


ralized in Chriſtendom 7 If we then adopt their un- 


eleanneſſes, their cruelties, their infidelity,” let us 


not deny that we are in our meaſure Heathen too. 


The acknowledgment of the exiftence of | Chri/- 


| nan Heathen has been urged as an argument 


inſt miſſionary efforts in foreign countries. It 


has been ſaid, that all our aid was but ſufficient to 
ſtem the torrent of vice and immorality at home; 


why then tranſport that which ourſelves ſo much 
need? Not a few characters of well known reli 
ligion have conceived, that home attempts, as they 
might involve in them leſs expence, leſs hazard of 
life, and give opportunity of relieving a greater 
number in a ſmaller time, ſhould be preferred. 


The matter has been illuſtrated thus: ſuppoſing 


u live in a town equally related to you, the whole 


of which might be at one and the ſame time in 


flames, the whole town is in that caſe, equally in 


„5 * 
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alone are eligible to aſſiſt the ſufferers, would you 
run to the fartheſt parts of the town to give your 
affiſtance, when in the ſame ſpace of time, by begin- 
ning and providing nearer your own dwelling, you 
might have done much more both for thepreſerva- 
tion of life and property ? h | 
This argument undoubtedly has weight to de- 
termine our duty at home, but not to confine it 


there. In anſwer to what has been produced, let 


us ſuppoſe that thoſe who live at the remoteſt parts 
of the town have their doors barred, while theſe 
nearer have them opened, and cannot run toward 
the door, or that thoſe have far leſs knowledge of 


the means of eſcape than zhe/e ; will not the mat- 


ter appear in a different light? Now, is it not true 
that foreign Heathen have not the means at hand 


as we have? We have Bibles; we have Miniſters 


of the Goſpel in almoſt every town of note in the 


kingdom; we have modes of conveyance, if our 


hearts are willing, whereby we may go from town 
to town, and from place to place, but is it ordi- 
narily thus with the unenlightened nations? Who 
is the man of God that would plead for foreign 


. Miſſions, if he thought in that adi he was perform 


ing an unreaſonable ſervice ? But, bleſſed be God, 
this cannot be the caſe while the law of God is 
our guide. Now, what ſays an everlaſting law 

and rule to us? Thou ſhalt love thy neighbour 
« as thyſelf.” Let me for a moment conſider the 
Heathen abroad as my neighbour, and thoſe at home 
as myſelf; what then is duty? Am J required to 


| bateor neglect myſelf altogether that Imayhelp ny 


neighbour ? No; this were to go beyond the law, 
and to act without rule. Self negle&, properly 
conſidered, is a breach of the law. On the other 
hand, am I to confine my love to myſelf? How 
then is my neighbour -confidered ? The duty is 
clear, Brethren, if the Goſpel be needful at home, 
it is equally needful abroad. If God place in our 
——— „ hands 
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bands PAL means of helping our neighbour 
without neglecting ourſelves, is it not our duty to 
ſupport a foreign, Miffion ? What would be our 
thoughts concerning the charity of Ethiopia or 
Hindoſtan, provided their land abounded with Goſ- 

el, and we were deſtitute of its light and know- 
* 2 Should we think we tempted. them if we 
ſaid, Brethren come over and help us. If the poor 
untutored Heathen do not perceive their danger, 
does this relieve them? Rather does it not preach 


.* loudly to our feelings; does it not attack even our 
proper ſelf-love, and ſay, Send over and help them?

II. To the matter of the Redeemer's conde- 
ſcenſion, Peace.” If I am not greatly miſtaken, 
the Goſpel of Jeſus is contained in this ſingle yet 
important word.

of Peace. The Peace of the Goſpel reſpects 0 3 


—the conſcience—and ſociety. 


It reſpects God, in that it holds forth the pleſſed 
and encouraging thought, that God for the ſake of 
the Redeemer, is inclined to be gracious to the 


ſinner. The religion of nature, or in other words, 
that ſhew of picty which bas at any time been at- 
tainable by the natural man, is extremely defec- 
tive; it acknowledges man to be a tranſgreffor, 
and the Deity offended becauſe of this; it offers 
no true relief. The light of nature will not ſhew 
ſin to the natural man ſufficiently plain to make 
him deſpair of help from his own ſelf- invented, 

and of courſe, idolatrous means of relief. And as 
it is deficient in this point, it is equally ſo in its 
reports of God. The partial repreſentations of 


Sod which the unconverted world receive, tend 


to deceive them with a falſe idea of the nature of 
atonement; and lead them to offer for ſacrifices to 


God, things which are :contemptible even in the 


fig ht of man. The Goſpel corrects our miſtakes; 
| = places both fin and atonement in their true 


colours. Sin is repreſented herein as an infinite 


offence, and the tranſgreſſor as obnoxious to eternal 
puniſhment, while it declares, without the ſhed- 
ding of blood there is no remiſfion. The eternal 
God does not leave man at liberty to reaſon about 
appointments, which in bis purpoſes and diſpenſa- 
tions he has ſeen meet to ſettle and determine. 
The Goſpel conveys to us the divine mind, in re- 
ſpect to the method of reſtoration to his fayour;, 
and the enjoy ment of his friendſhip. Herein we 
are told, that © he (Jeſus) is our Peace.“ That 
the New Teſtament, which contains the will of 
God, is in a Saviour's blood. The: atonement 
which the ſins of mankind required, could only be 
made by Jeſus, He took our nature upon him 
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that he might repreſent min. He voluntarily ſub» 
jected himſelf to obligations that he might per- 
fectly obey the eternal law which condemned us 
for our tranſgreſſions. He, as our vicarious ſubſti- 
tute, was made a ſin- offering. The virtue of the 


_ divine nature dignified his obedience and ſacrifice. 


He by his death ſatisfied offended juſtice, and 
opened the way of our return to God. The death 
of Chriſt is not viewed by us as the purehaſe of the 
favour of God to man, which in its own nature is 
free and determined, but as an offering to the at- 
tribute of divine juſtice, which, until it was ap- 
peaſed, could admit of no fellowſhip on the part of 


SBod with an unjuſt tranſgreſſor. The guilty con- 


vinced ſinner willing to return to God, coming 
by virtue of the offering of the body of Jeſus once 
for all, has now nothing to fear on the part of Je- 
bovah, who can be juſt, and yet the juſtifier of the 


once impenitent. Glory be to God in the higheſt, 


for there is peace to the Heathen upop the earth. 
The peace of the Goſpel reſpects the conſcience. 
This reflecting, thinking faculty of the ſoul, has in 
vain been bribed by human promiſes, or forced into 

order by human inventions. After a minute en- 


| quiry into the conftitution of man, and into the 


_ feelings of his boſom, the honeſt conſcience will 
confeſs that a divine application is needfal to create 


peace there. Let Pagan rites, let Jewiſh ablu- 
tions be uſed, they ſhall prove miſerable comforters 


ina moment of heart diſtreſs. In the Goſpel we come 
to the blood of ſprinkling. This intimates the 
application of the bleſſing. Let it not be thought 
that the Redeemer by his death offered an idle ſa- 
crifice, whoſe dignity was only to be matter of ad- 
miration : no; he died to redeem us to God. The 
efficacy of Jeſus' ſacrifice will extend far as the 
wants of the penitent guilty, and reach even to 
the ends of the world. A guilty conſcience is al- 
: ways reſtleſs. The want of peace is inventive. 
++ N A thouſand 
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A tbouſand things have been reſorted unto by the 
. deceived-multitude, to obtain what at beſt is but a 
momentary—a ſhort lived peace. Worldly plea- 
ſures, honours, poſſeſſions, and attainments have 
done their beſt to pleaſe and ſoothe, but even they 
have done nothing. Could the guilty finner ſee 
himſelf—could he reflect properly upon his own 
purſuits, he would ſoon perceive, that the very ob- 
jets wherein he hoped to find felicity, only mul- 
_ tiplied his preſent miſery or were laying the foun- 
dation for future grief. This thought is freely ex- 
preſſed in the Scriptures ; © but the wicked are 
6 like the troubled ſea when it cannot reſt, whoſe 
& waters caſt up mire and dirt; there is no peace 
- 5, faith my God to the wicked.” Iſaiah lvil. 20. 
* For:when they ſhall ſay peace aud ſafety, then 
c ſudden deſtruction cometh upon them as travail 
& upon a woman with child, and they ſhall not 
<« eſcape.” 1 Theſ. v. 3. It is not thus, however, 
with the believer; having felt the virtue of the 
blood of ſprinkling; his conſcience enjoys tranquil- 
lity : diſdaining to ſeek a; peace with which the 
world, fleſh; or ſenſe deceive their blind yotaries; 
be ſeeks and finds it in God alone. By prayer and 
ſupplication, with thankfgiving, he makes known 
his requeſts to God; and “the peace of God 
« which paſſeth all underfianding,” ſhall keep his 
« heart and mind through Jeſus Chriſt.” Mark 
the perfect man, and behold the upright, tor the 

t end of that man is peace. 

The Goſpel reſpects the peace of ſociety.— 
| Wherovde it ſhall prevail it ſhall diffuſe benevo- 
- lence and philanthropy. It is like its Author who 
was meek and lowly in heart. The Goſpel 
of Chriſt introduces and eftabliſhes the law, ot 
God, and renders it in the hands of Jeſus the law of 
kindneſs and love. Jeſus lays down a compre- | 
henfive maxim, which, if attended to would ſoon 
n peace, Matthew vii. 12. © Whatſoever ye 


« would 
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4 would that men ſhould do unto you, do ye even 
“ foto them.” The natural and inordinate ſelf- 
love which has ever occaſioned ſtrife in ſociety is 
healed by virtue of the tree of life. The Goſ- 
pel has been lamentably injured by the tempers 
and diſpoſitions of men, who have ſanctioned their 
debates; and quarrels by pretended regard to its 
truth. How frequently have dreadful wars been 
urged with a view to introduce or eſtabliſn the 
Goſpel among men. If foreign Heathen knew all 


which might be known of European nations, what 


idea could it be ſuppoſed they would form of the 
inhabitants, the greater part of whom, have at one 
period or other proved that they delighted in war. 
When theſe Heathens ſhall receive the Goſpel and 
feel its power, is it not likely they All; return 
among civilized lands ſuch a cutting reflection as 
this Oh ye nations of the earth, among whom 
dwelt the olive branch of Goſpel peace, whence 
learned ye the art of war, hence proceeded your 
love of dominion? Sprang they not of thoſe luſts 
which warred in your members? Your Goſpel 
taught you a better warfare than what might end 
in the deſtruction of the human ſpecies: Your Goſ- 
pel, it is true, ſpeaks of war, but it is the good fight 
of faith; it ſpeaks of conqueſt, but it is that a man 
thould keep under his own body and bring it into 
ſubjection. It ſpeaks: of weapons, ſword, helmet, 
and breaſt- plate; but theſe are graces of the Spirit; 
and weapons which are only mighty through the 
grace of God. Tour Goſpel ſpeaks of legions, 
but they are ſuch as publiſh ſalvation, and worſhip | 
in the fear of God; it records its conqueſts and 


its'triumphs, but theſe are the rejoicings of beliey- * | 


ers in Chriſt, and of thoſe who overcome Wen 

the blood of the Lamb.” A* | |

after us.“ But He anſwered and ſaid, lam 
< not fent IP) unto the loſt ſheep of the houſe of 
« Iſrael.” Intimating that his perſonal miniſtry, 
was intended in general only to be exerciſed 
amongſt the Jews, thus apparently fighting the 
diſtreſſed parent. Then. came: ſhe and worſhipped 

* him, ſaying, Lord, help me. But He aniwer- © 
«ed and faid, It is net meet to take the children's 
&« bread, and to caſſ it to dogs, implying that 
ſhe was an unclean gentile, like a dog, aud could 
not reaſonably expect a cure from him, who uſual-' 
ly, only healed diſtreſſed Iſraolites, the children of 
the kingdom. To this further rebuff, ſhie nobly 
and anſwered, „ Truth, Lord ; yet 
the dogs eat of the crumbs which fall from their 
„ maſter's table. Acknowledging at once her 
own vileneſs, willing to be ſtyled even the moſt 
contemptible creature, (the Greek word hgnifying 
not barely a dog,” but even ** a little Wwhelp;) 
ſo that ſhe might but receive the requeſted favour, 
which ſheſolicited at his hands.

« Jeruſalem ſhall be a praiſe in che earth.“ Even 
now a ſingle individual, when acting confiſtently, 
ſhining as a light in che midſt of a perverſe nation, 
diſpenſing by a truly ſerious conduct a divine 
favour of God and religion, often extorts the 
praiſe of an aſtoniſhed world. Formerly it was 
faid of the Iraelities, © ſurely this great nation is 
a wiſe and underſtanding * ape 4 The hour faſt 
approacheth when mankind, pleaſed and exulting, 
ſhall, with admiration exclaim, Behold, © Jeruſa- 
« Jem the praiſe and glory of the earth!“ The: 
Lord Jeſus is now bringing this very thing to pals. 
When che diſciples were About ** to hear of wars. 
% and rumours of wars,” they were “ to lift up 
„their heads for their redemption was drawing 
** nigh.” So now we have the like figns and the 
hke omens, and as prophecies have various degrees 
of accompliſhment, may we not conceive a greater 
redemption is gradually approaching, a redemp- 
tion of the nations ww E thraldom and 
bondage? W | 
Sirs! may this han: and may our preſent 
meeting be the happy means of maturing and 
bringing theſe glorious events to paſs? | 

From our text, thus'expounded, we may deduce 
the following Improvement, that, 

1. It is God's intention o eftabliſh” the Church, 
She has impartially extended, but never fully eſta- 
bliſhed. We ſhall argue this from only two plain 
paſſages of God's word. In the ſecond chapter 
of this book from whence dur text is taken, at the 
fecond verle it is . te that the * 


* 
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6. _ the Lord's houſe ſhall. be eſtabliſhed in ths 
1 top of the mountains, and ſhall be exalted above 
4 the Kills.“ Formerly the temple ſtood upqn a 
mountain, ſy ppoſed by ſome to be the ancient 
Moriah, but Wel called Mount Zion. As 
then the temple was on an eminence, ſo the 
Church ſhall be prominently exalted, brought for- 


ward, and obſerved. by thouſands, as mountains 


are eaſily perceptible at a diſtance by the greateſt 
multitudes, Unto this Church it is promiſed 
* that all nations ſhall low. And many people 
5 ſhall go and ſay, come ye, and let us go up to 
the mountain of the Lord, to the houſe of the 
God of Jacob.” Having joined tbemſelves to 
the Lord, they will be anxious that others ſhould 
do ſo too. Grace is a liberal principle, active and 
ardent, deſirous of communication, and being once 
felt in the heart, it deſires that others ſhould ex- 
perience a like effuſion of its principles. Hence, 
that religious zeal, which we have before obſerved 
in the courfe of our ſermon: and hence ſuch con: 
verts are deſcribed further by the prophet as en- 
deavouring to prevail upon their neigbbours to 
attach themſelves to the Lord. He will teach 
us of his ways,“ ſay they, and we will walk“ 
in his paths. For out of Zion hall go forth the 
« Jaw, and the word of the Lord from. Jeruſalem.” 
This we know to have been the caſe. Salvation 
was firft preached in India, and the firſt converts 
were gathered there. Afterwards the Goſpel 
ſpread, and was promulgated far and near. Chriſt 
by bis doctrines judged many nations and re- 
« buked many people, but te following effect 
never altogether came to paſs . and they /hall beat 
© their fewords io plgw-fhares,,and their ſpears inis 
*5. pruming-hooks ; nation ſhail not left up ſword ay 
as. nation, neitber ſhall bey learn war any more. 
Ha. it, 24. But weforbear more fully to enter 
0 this n Proof, as 1; laſt year it was labo- 
| 4 riouſly, 
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rioufly, ingeniouſly and ably diſcuſſed by a gentle- 


man, bo, probably, may be preſent this morning, 
and whoſe ſermon is now before the public. 


St. Paul informs the Romans in his 1 1th chap. 
at the 2 5th verſe, „that blindnefs in part had 
happened to rael until the fulneſs of the gen- 
tiles ſhould be come in,“ and fo,” faith he, all 


e Iſrael ſhall be ſaved, as it is written, there ſhall 
* come out of Zion the deliverer, and ſhall turn 
away ungodlineſs from Jacob, ” 26th: ver. The 
plain meaning/of this paſſage is, that God's aban- 
doning the Jews for a ſeaſon to their ignoranceand 


unbelief would only contioue until there be a gene- 


ral converſion of the gentile nations to Chriſt, and 
then multitudes of all the tribes of Iirael, ſhould 


be converted to the Lord. And this thought is 


exprefled in very general and extenſive terms; 
* all {{rael thallde ſaved.“ Here we may place 
our. foot this morning; in this ſenſe, the Church 


has never been eſtabliſhed.” Can it with any force 


of argument be proved, ur fach a fulneſs of the 
gentiles ever yet came in, as has uſhered in the 


general converſion of the Jews? We haue only to 
open our eyes. We cannot walk the ſtreets of this 


great metropolis, nor ſcarcely perambulate a coun- 
try village, but a Jew, an unconverted Jew ob- 


trudes himſelf upon us. Nor is there 4 country 


under heaven, which isxivilized, that, in all pro- 
bability has not a Jew in it”; like a train of gun- 


powder, ready: to receive the hallowed fire, as ſoon 
as theifiilnefs of the gentiles is come in. This 


very 'uncontroverted fact has given riſe to thoſe 
benevotent exertions which ſeveral of our Brethren 


here preſent, have lately made in order to their 
converſion. Theſe exertions are ſalutary and 


philanthropic, but it ſeems before we can expect 
any extraordinary effects to take place amongſt the 
Jews, the gentiles muſt gi be Prought 1 in. Not 
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| 2 BROPWECY or Thy 
. moſt Si attempts to evangelize men of 8 
Bations, kindreds,: tongues and people. It is 


not for us te know The times and the ſeaſons, 
which the Father hath put in his own power, nor 
his determinations, but by attempts to aſcertain 
them. Indeed one great advantage that has accrued 
already from the formation of the Miſſionary So- 
Tiety is this, that faithful and indefatigable exer- 
tions are making in every direction, both at home 
and abroad te n the religion of an ador- 
able Saviour amongſt: all mankind, Jews as well 
as others. This inconteſtibly proves our preſent 
argument. We are convinced that che Church 
has not been eſtabliſhed to the full extent of God's 
romiſes. We believe his word that he will bring 
is predictions in due time to Pals. What n 
— is our conſequenr duty + 
—_— 7; ſpould Preguouſly endeavour to forward God's 
intention. Our text is full to the point, we are 
never to hold our peace, day nor night ; we are 
© not to keep ſilence, nor give the Lord any reſt, 
* till he eſtabliſh; and till he make 3 * 4 
«. ptaiſe in the earth.“ Words cannot well be 
more emphatical. If then we are to make ſuch 
efforts, in What way are they to be made? We 
2 that they ſhould be united. Vis unite 
4; fortior. But can this union take place upon 
any other general principles? Theſe general prin- 
ciples may be reduced to this idea, that —— 
we diſſer naught from one another.» in Cbriſtianity. 
Some of us are churchmen, in England, Scotland - 
___ and// Ireland, others of us Diſſenters, On; 
Methodiſts, &c. & c. We have all probably 
partiality for our particular modes of worlbip; but 
ve haye often preached and-converſed of brotherly 
love. We come forward chis day once more to 
prove it. Should we ſtand fill till we have con- 
_ vented one another to our different parties, this 
or "n FUSE, e Way WE are. NOW met to- 
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gether to diſſeminate them, could have never takes 
place. Figure to yourſelves: a ſhip in great difu 
treſs, heaved by the billows, ready to be daſhed 
in pieces by the tempeſtuous ocean upon the 
rugged” rocks. The: deſtruction of the mariners 
appears inevitable. Now again obſerve a ſet of yali- 
ant men upon the ſea - ſnore, capable, by their united 
exertions, of aſſiſting the almoſt periſhing and fors 
lorn bark. What is their duty? Let conſcience 
clearly ſpeak. Do not ſtifle its emotions. Shall 
they r diſpute with themſelves upon partial 
means of ſaving the veſſel, each contending for

commodating one another as far as poſſible, unile 
at once, and endeavour to ſave their brethren ?

Manny y, ſuch as wWwho Adam and who Chriſt 
are. The Engliſh heathen differs in ſpeech only 
from the Otaheitean. The one is ſerving Satan 
and his intereſts, and ſo is the other; they are 
both fooliſn and diſobedient, ſerving divers luſts 
ce and pleaſures, living in malice and envy, hate- 
oj 76 hating one another. Both are ſtalk- 
ing to hell, and both need miſſionaries to ſnatch 
them *© as brands from the burning ;” to turn 
« them from darkneſs unto light, and from the 
t power of Satan unto God, that they may receive 
** forgiveneſs of fins, and an inheritance among 
them that are ſanctified through faith which in 
Py in Chriſt Jeſus.” A miſſionary. then, ſuch as 
the preacher is and has been, mult 1 in his conſei- 
ence approve of miſſions. 5 
his Society endeavours to recommend religion 
to others by any inſtrument as a miſſionary, ſo it 


As but ſatisfied that the perſon employed is con- 
verted. It does not enquire whether ſuch a man 


be an Epiſcopalian, Preſbyterian, Independent, &c. 
but whether ſuch a one experimentally . knoweth 
e the Lord. Being once fatisfied in this reſpect, 
they wiſh to aſſiſt that perſon in converting their 
fellow · men, and bringing them to the knowledge 
of the truth, as it is in Jeſus.” Here again the 
ſpeaker now before you, hath uniformly acted upon 
the ſame principle; he hath relations abroad; 
when he hath written to them he hath not been ſo 
much ſolicitous from whom they received the truth, 
as that they ſhould receive it purely and evangeli- 
rally. He is well acquainted that abroad there are 
Methodiſta and Maravians. From theſe. reſpec- 
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tive perſons, he, no doubt, differs in ſome things; 


but when he has underſtood that they were the 
only perſons in the Weſt Indies in general who 
preach the truth, he never heſitated to recommend 
their miniſtrations affectionately and earneſtly to 
his friends; the reaſon is obvious: the ſoul was at 
flake; and we always, when we ourſelves, or others 
whom we love, are concerned, forget all leſſer dif- 
ferences, and defire only to be affured that our 
friends are really converted. Apply this reaſoning 
to the preſent occaſion, Do we love the heathen 
as we ought? that is, as we love ourſelves ; accord- 
ing to the everlaſting commandment, ©** Thou ſhalt 
5 love thy neighbour as thyſelf,” If fo, let us not 
be faſtidious; let us once more forget all our non- 
eſſential differences, and let no perſon, on any ac- 
count whatever, withhold their affiſtance. We 
have all talents; ſome may preach, ſome may 
throw in their filver and their gold, ſome may plan, 
ſome may execute, and all may pray! Let us * not 
ce hold our peace, nor keep ſilence, nor give the 
Lord any reſt, till he eſtabliſh; and till he make 
„“ Jeruſalem a praiſe in the earth.” In doing fo, 
we ſhall only accord with the Lord's avowed inten- 
tion, for we obſerve again that, "Y |

All nature ſeems to gladden, when they 
are at firſt converted; from miſchievous thorns and 
briers, they become uſeful and ornamental, like 
firstrees and myrtles, and the Lord loves thus to 
preſerve . them. flouriſhing ; he obtains by it © a 
name, and an everlaſting honour. Are theſs 
6 things ſo?” Was it a praiſe” to the Lord to 
deliver Iſrael from Babylon? Is it equally to his 
honour to deliver individuals from ſpiritual 1g00- - 
Trance and bondage? How much more will it be 
his delight and ſatisfaction to - make Jeruſalem 
n praiſe” at large © in the earth ?? Many have 
been the prejudices againſt us; but theſe are gra- 
dually ſubſiding. Many perſons, who thought 
that this Society originated in enthuſiaſm, and was 
| following a mere chimera, now have changed their 
opinions; they perceive the Lord hath been with 
us. Many others till retain their prejudices, but 
let us remember ſuch are brethren, and ſoon the 
Lord will, we truſt, convince them of their miſ- 
take. Tue preacher would moſt fincerely incul- 
cate one-piece of advice. Let us refleft upon no man, 
for not immediately joining with us. Candid argu- 
ments and affectionate behaviour to thoſe who dif- 
fer from us, will do moſt at length to obtain their 
concurrence and ſupport.
